Water Usage At 
Courthouse On 
r ° : 
rhe Rise Again 

Officials from the town 
of Oakland cautioned the 
Garrett County commis- 

joners this week that the 
water usage at the county 
pourthouse is again drasti- 
ally increasing. Last sum- 
wer, the courthouse usage 
mped significantly, caus- 
ibg some controversy be- 
tween the two governmental 
Entities, as the town 
charged the courthouse for 
the extreme usage, but the 
county officials contended 
that the readings were 
wrong. 

The issue was brought to 
resolution over time, with 
the town lowering the bill 
somewhat and the commis- 
sioners conceding that there 
was some unexplained over 
usage of water in the build- 
ing. A new meter was also 
insialled at the courthouse. 

Asa McCain, mayor of 

akland, informed the 
' »mmissioners Tuesday that 
he town’s water depart- 
nent fas contacted the 
Garrett County General 
Services Office on two oc- 
casions to alert officials to 
the excessive increase. Ran- 
dy Sharpless, the super- 
intendent of the town water 
department, told the com- 
missioners that he had in- 
formed Gary Mullich, direc- 
tor of General Services, 
about the increases. 
>, "On March 1, the usage 
for the previous month was 
364,000 gallons," Sharpless 
said. "Whea I took the 
steading on June 2. it was up 
40 545,000 gations. As is our 
Policy, I alerted the county 
Pffice about the increase." 
- Sharpless said that the 
treading on Sept. 6 showed a 
usage of 692,000 gallons, 
and again General Services 
was notified. 

The town officials said a 
faulty cooling tower in the 
courthouse air conditioning 
system could be the culprit.

Blood Supply 
Critically Low; 
Donors Needed 


Responding to continued 
high demand for blood and 
blood products across the 
country, the American Red 
Cross Blood Services region 
serving the local area has 
reissued an emergency ap- 
peal for donors, its second 
such appeal in three 
months. 

"During July 2000, Red 
Cross Blood Services dis- 
tributed 4% more blood 
preducts than in July 1999, 
and in August 2000, distri- 
butions were 14% greater 
than in August 1999," stated 
Ted Mazza, senior director, 
Donor Services, Greater 
Alleghenies Region of the 
Red Cross. "Coming off the 
summer season, with de- 
creased collections, blood 
regions across the country 
are appealing for ‘new 
blood.’ 

"Each year, just 5% of 
Americans donate blood, 
while about 40% of us can 
gixe blood," he noted. "Yet 
by the time we're age 72, 
about 95% of us will re- 
ceive a blood transfusion. 
That’s why we need ‘new 
blood,’ people who have 
never given blood before, to 
join those whom we call up- 
on time and time again in 
meeting increasing patient 
need."

Swallow Fails 
House Leveled By 
Fire Wednesday 


A fire of unknown origin, 
discovered when a neighbor 
heard an explosion, de- 
stroyed a single-family 
house near Swallow Falls 
yesterday afternoon, Some 
three dozen volunteer fire- 
fighters from Oakland, 
Deer Park, Terra Alta, and 
Deep Creek fire depart- 
ments responded to the 
2:39 p.m. alarm and found 
the house, occupied by Ken 
Keams, fully engulfed in 
flames. 

The alarm was originally 
described as an explosion at 
the house, located at 212 
Bert Reams Road behind 
Swallow Falls Store, but it 
was learned later that the 
explosion was caused by the 
fire that had most likely 
been burning for some 
time, Deputy State Fire 
Marshal Steve Wendling 
concluded that the fire or- 
iginated in the kitchen near 
the chimney, but a specific 
cause has not yet been de 
termined. 

‘The fire was brought un- 
der control in about 15 
minutes, but the loss was 
estimated to be $70,000. 
Fire units remained on the 
scene for about three hours.

The Maryland Salem 
Children’s Trust, located off 
Lower New Germany Road 
in Garrett County, provides 
residential care, education, 
and emergency shelter ser- 
vices to children in need. 
Ihe agency began operation 
at its present location in 
November 1979, after hav- 
ing operated for 22 months 
in [luntingtown. 

Although preference is 
given to Garrett and Alleg 
any County residents, chil- 
dren between the ages of 6 
and 18 from throughout the 


state are served by Salem. 
The program stresses a 
family atmosphere, teaches 
social skills, encourages 
responsibility through work, 
and promotes “compassion 
and respect for life" through 
an equestrian program. 


The Salem 
non-public education pro- 
gram approved by the 
Maryland State Department 
of Education, provides In- 
tensity V special education 
services for students with 
learning disabilities, serious 
emotional disturbance, 
multiple handicaps, or 
limited cognitive ability. 

A short-term transition 
program is also offered to 
students who are experienc- 
ing difficulty in their public 
school placements, 

The Shelter Care Pro- 
gram, opened in February 
of this year, provides a safe 
and highly structured envi- 
ronment to children be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 15 
who are in crisis, in transi- 
tion to a longer-term pro- 
gram, or in need of tempo- 
rary shelter.

The entire cost to rebuild 
such a bridge is just under 
$500,000, the commissioners 
said Tuesday. Gregg said he 
felt 18 months was far too 
long to wait, and that the 
county, town, and CSX 
should try to come up with 
funds locally to rebuild the 
bridge quickly,

mation," said June Hesel- 
bach, ombudsman for the 
Area Agency on Aging. 

Communication, Hesel- 
bach noted, is “essential” to 
maintaining the rights of all 
people and is “critical” to 
the more than 2¥2 million 
people who live in long- 
term care facilities, "Com- 
munication plays a crucial 
role for residents on many 
levels. Residents’ rights can 
be ‘affirmed only if the re- 
sidents, their families, 
friends, and the staff who 
care for them know what 
those rights are and why 
they are important," Hes- 
elbach said. 

The care plan developed 
will meet a resident's needs 
only if there is ample op- 
portunity for all parties to 
interact and communicate 
clearly with one another, 
Heselbach pointed out. She 
also spoke of the need for 
nursing home staff to listen 
to the concerns cf those 
who voice complaints. 

"Many of the rights guar- 
anteed to residents involve 
communication and should 
be emphasized," Heselbach 
stated, 

Residents’ rights include: 

the right to participate in 
planning care and treat- 
ment; 

the right to receive ser- 
vices which accommodate 
individual needs and prefer- 
ences; 

the right to send and re- 
ceive mail unopened; 

the right to communicate 
freely and privately with 
visitors; 

the right to have access 
to a telephone for private

Lasik Eye Surgery 
Examined By Fed. 
Trade Commission 


Lasik, one of the newest 
procedures for vision cor 
rection, is surgery to a very 
delicate part of the eye. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
people have reportedly had 
Lasik, which in most cases 
has been very successful. 
But the procedure is not 
appropriate for everyone, 
according representatives of 
the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the American 
Academy of Ophthaimolo- 





Spokesmen from these 
groups icleased a report 
recently advising that a 
person get a "clear picture 
of what one can expect" be- 
fore signing up for the pro- 
cedure. Before one can 
weigli the risks and rewards 
of Lasik, the FTC lists the 
following things a person 
should know: 

One should be at least 
18 years old and in good 
health. 

@One should not be 
pregnant or nursing. 

@One should not be tak- 
ing certain prescription 
drugs, such as Accutane or 
oral prednisone. 

@One’s eyes must be 
healthy and onee’s prescrip- 
tion stable. 

A spokesman for the 
FTC elso warns that a per- 
son undergoing the surgery, 
may not get the "perfect 
vision" that he or she was 
hoping for. "That's because 
20/20 does not always mean 
perfect vision. And if you 
have Lasik to correct your 
distance vision, you'll still 
need reading glasses when 
you're around age 45," he 
stated. 

A person may also need 
to return for additional 
surgery, called "enhance- 
ments,” to fine-tune his or 
her vision. "Remember that 
Lasik is too new to know if 
there are any long-term ill 
effects beyond five years af- 
ler surgery and the proce- 
dure cannot be reversed,” 
he concluded,

"Safe Return" 
Helps To Deal 
With Alzheimer’s 


Through a grant received 
by the Alzheimer's Associ- 
ation, some families in 
Garrett County who are in 
need of financial assistance 
to enroll a relative with 
Alzheimer's disease in the 
Safe Return Program may 
be able to get help in pay- 
ing the $40 lifetime registra- 
tion fee. 

From now until Decem- 
ber 31, limited grant funds 
will be available to enroll in 
Sate Return Garrett County 
residents with Alzheimer's 
disease whose gross income 
is not more than $29,744 
(150% of the state of Mary- 
jand median income.) 

The Alzheimer’s As- 
sociation’s Safe Return 








Program provides personal- 
ized identification bracelets 
and other identification 
materials and stores a 
person’s contact informa- 
tion in an national comput- 
erized database. The pro- 
gram enables police, com- 
munity service agencies and 
private citizens to identify 
people with Alzheimer's 
disease who have wandered 
and help them return home. 

Nearly 60% of people 
with Alzheimer's disease 
will wander at some point 
during the course of their 
illness. They may be search- 
ing for someone or some- 
thing familiar, such as a 
friend or where they once 
lived or worked, They may 
need something, such as 
food, water, a bathroom, or 
companionship, but be un- 
able to communicate their 
needs,

While the 1998 film was a clever concept given a 


mediocre-at-best treatment (a serial killer who bases all 
of his crimes on urban legends), Final Cut simply uses the 
idea as a sidebar to a standard slasher plot. Written by 
newcomers Paul Harris Boardman and Scott Derrickson 
and directed by composer/editor John Ottman on his 
freshman outing behind the camera, Fina! Cut takes 
place at the prestigious Orson Welles Film Schoo!, where 
film student Amy Mayfield (Jennifer Morrison) is plan- 
ning to produce a movie like Urban Legend for her thesis 
project. At the academy, the “Hitchcock Award” is given 
to the top production each year, and with it comes a 
$15,000 stipend and a shot at the big time. Since many 
former students at the school have gone on to successful 
careers after winning the coveted award, it sparks great 
competition between Amy and her classmates Toby 
(Anson Mount), Graham (Joseph Lawrence), and Travis 
(Matthew Davis), who's considered the favorite 

When Amy begins production, the students partici- 
pating in her project begin dropping like flies. Her lead 
actress (Jessica Cauffiel), her director of photography 
(Marco Hofschneider), and her special effects guys (An- 
thony Anderson and Michael Bacall) all enjoy the sweet 
release of death before she gets the idea that her whole 
production crew, including herself, is scheduled to go 
down. As usual, we are treated to numerous sinister 
camera angles and lame plot contrivances to suggest the 
guilt of just about everyone in the movie, including all of 
Amy’s award competition and even the campus cop 
(Loretta Devine). For those who enjoy playing the guess- 
ing game, | will not reveal who the fencing-masked killer 
is; besides, the answer is far too absurd to discuss. 

This film starts with a horror scene on board a jet 
liner, featuring some truly malodorous acting; we then 
discover thatit is only a filming project in process and the 
acting is bad "on purpose." I presume this intentionally 
schlocky start is director Ottman’s attempt to make the 
rest of the film look good by comparison; however, it 
serves only to give us a sample of the bad acting that is 
to;follow. One particularly stupid plot element is the 
appearance ofa slain character's long lost brother (played 
by the same actor, of course), whom no one knew existed, 
but who instantly joins up with the gang, trying to help 
solve the murders, !ooking the same, acting the same, 
and even shaving the same as his dead sib. You know the 
writers are running out of ideas when the forgotten twin 
shows up. 

On the plus side, director Ottman has included 
numerous shots of the college rowing teams practicing 
(the film was reportedly shot at Trent University in 
Ontario, Canada), which has nothing to do with the plot, 
but provides a nice scenic break from the otherwise

In Mayersberg’s story, Jack Manfred Owen) wants 
be an author, but is having trouble with writer's block 
Through his father’s Nicholas Ball) connections, he 


grudgingly accepts a position behind the blackjack table 
at the Golden Lion, a London casino. He had done this 
before when he lived in South Africa, but had sworn not 
to get involved again. It seems Jack has a problem: he 
never gambles himself, but is addicted to seeing people 
lose. Through his narration, we learn that he is fasci- 
nated by how many people are willing to ignore the odds 
and play until they are broke. So his new job provides him 
with his story. His main character is a croupier named 
Jake, and he recounts, chapter by chapter, the people and 
things he experiences in his job. Trouble is, he gets 
hooked again — and this time, he gets in deeper than he 
ever intended 

While it features a tense plot and some good perfor- 
mances, Croupier is too dark for its own good. Like the 
1998 Matt Damon film Rounders, this film shows us a 
character who loves what he’s doing but doesn’t give us 
enough explanation as to why. Jack's world is positioned 
so deeply in society’s dark underbelly it is unfathomable 
why he would be so attracted to it, especially when his 
lover (Gina McKee) is willing to support him until! his 
book is published. The reason could be explained some- 
how, but neither Mayersberg’s script nor Hodges’s 
direction really does the job, and Owen’s deadpan style, 
intended to portray him as the emotionless dealer he is, 
doesn’t help either. The idea is that after accepting the 
job and starting his novel, Jack "becomes" Jake, and 
while the former has a strict rule against gambling, his 
alter ego and main character gets sucked in. Soon he is 
sleeping with one ofhis regular customers (Aiex Kingston), 
which is against company rules, and she asks him to 
participate in a planned cheating operation to pay offher 
huge debt and save her life. To help her would require 
ignering the odds. 

Despite my problems with the dark tone and depress- 
ing nature of this film, I must admit that there is good 
work done by Owen, McKee, and Kingston, not to 
mention several other actors in smaller roles wees

Many Biblical scholars believe 
that two different written accounts are 
woven in these passages with 
the two points of view remaining 
unharmonized. Both sources attribute 
their interpretations as coming from 
God. In one source, source A, God is 
favorable to both the monarchy and 
Saul as king, and in the other, source 
B, God is negative and accepts the wish 


of the with great reluctance. So 
which of these represents the truc will 
of God? 


I believe that perhaps both do and, 
furthermore, that God may be the 
source of both, even though 'y seem 
to be so in conflict. Often, that is how 
it is in life: on any issue there may be 
conflicting perspectives. Many issues 
are not thet aud-white, right-or- 
wrong. We have to sift through the 
positives and negatives of various ideas 
and requently we can ste 
that fault is not always one-sided. Is 
that the case here? 

Pros & Cons 

There were definitely positive 
aspects of having a king to reign over 
them. The people wanted and needed 
human leadership. were 
sufficient for both spiritual and 
temporal matters in the days when 
Israel first arrived in Canaan. But now 
they wanted a more centralized 
authority, a instead of a loose 
confederation of tribes. There was 
something to be said for that. 

Our country was first governed 
under the Articles of Confederation, a

FIREWOOD/FIREPLACE TIPS 

Q. This is my first year in a home 
with a fireplace. When i lit a fire to 
test it, smoke poured back into the 
living room even though the 
damper was open. This is a new 
house, so I’m sure the chimney is 


* clean. Any insight wouid be appre- 


clated. — John K., Lithonia, Ga. 

A. Your smoke problem may be as 
simple as a lack of upward air draft. 
In an unused chimney flue, cold air 
often settles down near the damper. 
Since cold air tends to sink while hot 
air rises, the air in your chimney is 
pushing downward, reversing the air- 
flow and blasting lighter warm air 
back into your living room — along 
with smoke, burning cinders, bits of 
newspaper and anything else you're 
trying to burn. 

The solution is to warm the air 
inside the flue BEFORE building a 
fire, creating an updraft that will 
draw away smoke and cinders. 

Stack the wood and kindling first, 
then open the damper. Next, roll a 
couple sheets of newspaper into a 
tight cone. Light the wide end of the 
cone and hold it up just inside the 
flue, moving it from side to side, for 
about 30 seconds. When the paper is 
burning brightly and you can see the 
smoke flowing upwards, the flue is 
ready. Go ahead and light the fire

Probably the most popular areas of 
collecting today are pottery and 
porcelain. 

One of the most popular is 
Roseville pottery, The company 
opened a plant in Roseville, Ohio, in 
1890. It was so successful that they 
added another plant in Zanesville, 
Ohio, in 1898. The firm continued 
making pottery until 1954. Twenty 
years ago, collectors searched for 
early wares like the brown glazed 
pieces that were similar to Rookwood 
and the hand-decorated sgraffito 
made about 1906. Collectors now 
favor the Ister molded-pottery lines 
that featured raised flowers. Most 
patterns were used for vases, jar- 
dinieres, planters and, perhaps, 
matching candlesticks. They were 
sold to florists and gift shops. 

Well-known patierns that picture 
flowers include Apple Blossom 
(1948), Bittersweet (1951), Cherry 
Blossom (1932), Dogwood (1916- 
1919), Fuchsia (1938), Iris (1939), 
Magnolia (1943), Sunflower (1930), 
Water Lily (1943), White Rose (1940) 
and Wisteria (1937). The patterns are 
easy to identify because the flowers 
are realistic, Mosi pieces are marked 
with the name Roseville. Be careful, 
as many copies are being made.

tives who were not available 
to vote on the original bill, 
13 Democrats and one Re- 
publican changed their 
votes and sustained the ve- 
to. 

"It’s unfortunate that a 
plan with such a broad base 
of support didn’t become 
law,” said Pat Wolff, an 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation senior director 
of governmental relations. 
"Two years ago, not many 
Democrats would have 
touched this issue. This 
year, 65 Democratic repre- 
sentatives voted to end 
death taxes.” 

Legislation ending the 
death tax passed the House 
June 9, by a vote of 279- 
136. The Sept. 7 override 
vote was 274-157 in favor, 
14 votes short of the two- 
thirds majority required. 

"Two-thirds of the House 
did vote to end death taxes, 
just not on the same day,” 
Wolff said. 

House Majority Leader 
Dick Armey (R-Texas), 
Reps. J.C. Watts (R-Okla.), 
Jennifer Dunn (R-Wash.), 
John Tanner (D-Tenn.), 
and Neil Abercrombie 
(D-Hawaii) held a biparti- 
san press conference before 
the override vote. Illinois 
Farm Bureau member Lee 


Eichhorst also participated 
and explained why death 
taxes must die 

"After a lifetime of high 
input costs and weak com- 
modity prices, these death 
tax costs are literally the 
final straw,” said Eichhorst. 

With a House override, 
estate taxes would have 
been reduced by about 15 
percent over 10 years, until 
the tax was completely 
eliminated in 2010. 

Explaining why death 
taxes hit farmers so hard, 
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AFBF president Bob Stall 
man urged the House to 
maintain the work they had 
done to help ensure farmers 
will have a legacy to pass 
on to their children. 

"Over 90 percent of U.S. 
farms are owned by individ- 
uals, family partnerships, or 
family corporations who 
continually improve their 
land and buildings with 
hopes of transferring a suc- 
cessful operation to their 
sons and daughters,” Stall- 
man said. "But when the 
government comes calling 
for the cold cash to pay off 
death taxes, family members 
are frequently forced to sell 
the farm, piece by piece." 

Armey said before the 
vote that if representatives 
failed to override Clinton's 
veto, Republicans would 
not be willing to negotiate a 
scaled-back version. 

"We've carried it as far 
as we can this year,” Armey 
said. "We expect to be back 
next year. We expect to 
pass it.” 


MTBE, Ethanol 
Bill Unlikely 
To Move 


A key Senate committee 


approved a bill that would . 


ban methyl tertiary butyl 
ether (MTBE) and create 
an alternative fuels program 
that supporters say could 
triple the use of ethanol 
over the next decade. But, 
Sen. Bob Smith's (R-N.H.) 
legislation is up against 
farm-state senators, the oil 
industry, and time. 

While the bill is a boost 
for the ethanol industry, 
there are trouble spots, ac- 
cording to Jon Doggett, an 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation senior director 
of governmental relations. 

"The bill fails to create a 
link between ethanol and 
clean fuels,” Doggett said. 
"In order to increase the 
nationwide demand for eth- 
anol, its role in reducing air 
pollution must be recog- 
nized.” 

The measure, passed in 
an 11-6 voie by the Envi- 
ronment and Public Works 
Committee on Sept. 7, 
would phase out MTBE use 
over four years, allow state 
governors to waive the fed- 
eral requirement that refor- 
mulated gasoline contain 2 
percent oxygen, and man- 
date that a small but in- 
creasing percentage of the 
nation’s fuel come from 
clean alternative fuels. 

When MTBE was linked 
with contaminated ground- 
water supplies, Smith and 
other lawmakers offered 
legislation that would elimi- 
nate the common gasoline 
additive used to meet Clean 
Air Act oxygenate require- 
ments. An MTBE phase-out 
that maintains oxygenate 
standards would increase 
demand for ethanol, a corn- 
derived fuel additive consid- 
ered the top alternative to 
MTBE 

In addition to Farm Bu- 
reau, farm-state senatois, 
corp growers, and ethanol 
producers are voncerned 
that the bill does not recog- 
nize the role oxygenates, 
such as ethanol, play in re- 
ducing pollution 

"The current RFG (re- 
formulated gasoline) pro 
gram with oxygen has been 
a tremendous air quality 
success,” the Renewable 
Fuels Association said in a 
Statement. “We will contin 
ue to work to ensure the 
legislation will more accu 
rately reflect the air quality 
benefits of oxyger j 
not leave the door open for 
increased air pollution in 
our nation’s most polluted

"The provision calls for a 
gradual increase over 12 
years for the production of 
clean alternative fuels, so 
there won't be any sudden 
price-hike for ethanol-based 
gas,” Doggett said. "Also, 
this summer we've seen tra- 
ditional gas prices jump at 
an alarming rate in the 
Midwest, but ethanol prices 
have remained consistently 
lower.” 

An ethanol proponent 
and member of the Envi- 
ronment and Public Works 
Committee, Sen. Christo- 
pher Bond (R-Mo.) did not 
support the measure be- 
cause he said it does not do 
enough to maintain clean 
air standards. An additional 
concern of Bond’s is that 
the bill would allow the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency extensive authority 
to regulate new 
hicle standards nine years 
after enactment, a concern 
Farm Bureau shares. 

An additional roadblock 
to passage of ethanol legis- 
lation is the additive’s tax- 
free status, Doggett said.

Eight Steps to Better Hay Sampling 


n Ullice at 3

Hay sampling is an important part of quality control for 
growers and customers. A pinky-sized ground sample 
analyzed by the lab must represent tons and tons of hay 
from a field. Because a lab technician can only test what 
is presented, growers must assure the hay sample accu- 
rately represents the stack. 

A hay sample must fairly represent the leaf-to-stem 
ratio as well as the weed composition. Protein and fiber 
can vary considerably from bale to bale and even within 
a bale. Therefore, it is very important to follow a definite 
protocol in hay sampling. The goal is to obtain a represen- 
tative and randomly chosen sample. Here are some 
important guidelines for taking samples. 

1. Identify a single lot of hay to sample. Lots must be 
from the same cutting, variety, field; state of maturity and 
all must be harvested within 48 hours. Do not mix lots. 

2. Choose a good, sharp coring device. It should have 
an inside cutting-edge diameter of at least 3/8 inch and no 
more than 5/8 inch. The cutting edge should be sharp. Do 
not use an auger or corkscrew type device which selective- 
ly samples leaves. 

3. Sample at random. Walk around the entire stack and 
sample bales at various heights. Do not bias the sample by 
avoiding some bales and choosing others. 

4. Take enough cores, Per lot, sample a minimum of 20 
bales (one core per bale). 

5. Use good technique. Probe the end of the bale near 
the center and at least 12 to 18 inches into the bale, being 
careful not to slant the probe. 

6. Handle samples correctly. Combine core samples 
into a single sample and store them in a sealed freezer 
bag. Do not expose to heat or direct sun, and send to the 
lab quickly. 

7. Get the right sized sample. The sampie should weigh 
between 1 and 2 pounds. 

Many of you will be formulating your feeding ration 
based on the results of nutrient analysis of the hay. Make 
sure you're feeding what you have written on the ration 
sheet. 

Acorn Poisoning Alert 

Acorn poisoning generally deals its most severe blow in 
the months of September and early October. It seems that 
cattle like newly fallen acorns best. If you are grazing 
cattle in pastures with oak trees, and thus, where acorns 
will be present on the ground, take proper precautions. 
Medical signs are a loss of appetite, listlessness, weakness, 
constipation, followed by diarrhea that may be dark 
colored or bloody and enimals will appeer bowed in the 
back. Animals get weaker and eventually go down. 
Affected animals may show yellow color, bloody urine and 
dehydration. There are no specific treatments for this 
condition other than rumen stimulation (mineral oil and 
the like) and fluids for dehydration. Treatment for down 
animals is rarely successful, while early treatment of cases 
is helpful. If possible, the removal of animals from the 
source of poisoning will greatly reduce the loss and 
increase the success rate of treatment. A prevention ratio 
of 10 to 15 percent calcium hydroxide in a high protein 


feed is helpful. It may take about 4 pounds of this mix per 
cow per day and 2 pounds per day for younger animals. If 
acorn poisoning is a threat cattle should, perhaps, be 
removed from the pasture where oak trees producing 
acorns are present or be fenced from these wooded areas 
when acorns begin to fall. Again, acorn poisoning won't 
occur until acorns start falling, but prior to that time the 
acorn crop should be assessed and a plan devised to 


prevent death losses.

Warm The Children Campaign 
Beginning Earlier This Season 


In an effort to provide 
adequate clothing for Gar- 
rett County's needy children 
before the snow begins to 
fall, the staff at The Repub- 
lican newspaper is initiating 
this year’s Warm the Chil- 
dren campaign earlier than 
in previous years. Organiz- 
ers hope to finish the effort 
by Dee. 1, according to 
Mary McEwen, program co- 
ordinator. 

This is the fourth year 
that the newspaper staff has 
spearheaded and coordinat- 


by ed the campaign. The pur- 


pose of Warm the Children 
is to provide new winter 
clothing to the area's needy 
children, from babies to 
teenagers. Advertisements 
asking for monetary dona- 
tions appear in the newspa- 
per (sce today’s issue for 
this year’s first such ad), 
and the donated funds are 
then used to buy clothing 
and footwear for children in 
need. 

The participating stores 
this year are the J.C. Pen 
ney ‘catalog store in Oak- 
land and the Ames depart- 
ment store in Frostburg 
Recruited volunteers will 
accompany selected families 
in choosing clothing and 
footwear from these stores 
The bill is paid by the col- 
lected funds at the newspa- 
per. Up to $80 is spent on 
each child. 

Since there are no over- 
head costs and the advertis- 
ing is in-house, every penny 
of every donation goes 
toward the purchase of the 
winter items 

Lisa Broadwater is coor- 
dinator of the program in 
Grantsville, managing the 
volunteers who will accom- 
pany families to Ames. To 
volunteer to be a shopper

Assistance in the south- 
ern part of the county is 
being provided this year by 
the Civic Club of Oakland 
To volunteer as a shopper 
at Penney’s, persons should 


call Bobby Andersen, volun- 
teer coordinator, at 301- 
334-4459. Andersen and 
Bobbie Henderson are 
working together, along 
with other Civic Club mem- 
bers, to recruit the volun 
teers, provide information 
to them, and arrange the 
family-volunteer matches 


“Robby and Robbie oro 
vided invaluable help last 
year, and we are so appre 
ciative that they are contin 


uing to assist in the pro- 
gram,” McEwen said. "The 
Civic Club of Oakland is a 
great organization, and 
we're so pleased to be 
working together.” 

The children to be served 
are selected through a 
special process, McEwen 
said, with help from volun- 
teers in the school system 


and the Department of 
Social Services (DSS), 
among others. However, 


persons who wish to be 
served by the program are 
asked not to call the 
schools, the DSS, the coor- 
dinators, or the newspaper 
office. 

“The last thing we want 
for our volunteers is for 
them to be bogged down 
with phone calls as a result 
of our campaign,” McEwen 
said. “If a child is going to 
be chosen to apply for the 
program, his or her parents 
will be notified soon via a 
letter. Even then they are 
only placed on a list. We 
must make decisions based 
on the donations coming in 
and the financial situation 
of the applying family. 
Calling for the service actu- 
ally jeopardizes that family’s 
chances of being a recipient 
of Warm the Children. 

"On the other hand,” 
McEwen continued, “in the 
past, some families to 
whom applications were 
sent never returned them. 
Those who receive the ap- 
plications are encouraged io 
fill them out if they are 
experiencing financial diffi- 
culty this year. There is 
always the chance that next 
year, or some year, they will 
be better off and perhaps 
will then be able to serve as 
volunteers or donors them- 
selves, if they wisb.” 

Over $16,000 was raised 
last year, and about 180 
children were served. Each 
year the donations have 
increased. Each week, do- 
nors will be noted in a 
thank-you ad (unless they 
specify otherwise), with the 
final full-page ad at the end 
of the program mentioning 
all donors and volunteers. 
Those contributing funds 
are also invited to make the 
donations in memory or in 
honor of loved ones. The 
advertisement for the dona- 
tions can be found in this 
section of today’s issue.

Gregg added that he 
thought it was a shame that 
there is no ice skating rink 
in Garrett County. 

“Of all places, we certain- 
ly ought to have ice-skating 
here,” Gregg said. 


Commissioner Fred 
Holliday said he approved 
of the location. 


"It's right in the middle 
of the county where every- 
one can get to it. That's 
fair,” Holliday said. 

Greig Johnson, propri- 
etor of the Arrow- 
head/Uno’s complex and 
the Garrett 8 Cinemas, was 
present Tuesday and voiced 
his concern about the possi- 
bie use of public funds. He 
said he felt such develop- 
ments are often best left to 
the private sector. 

"We could have a 
charged atmosphere here if 
the cash flow became slug- 
gish [at the center]}," John- 
son said. He said the re- 
quest for county funds 
should come along with an 
extensive business plan. "I'm 
just not sure the county is 
willing to have tax dollars 
put into something that is 
not proven profitable," he 
said. 

Hinebaugh countered 
Johnson’s concern by ex- 
plaining that about 95% of 
such a plan has indeed been 
completed, with debt ser- 
vice costs determined at 
vasious figures, projected 
costs and revenue pinpoint- 
ed, and other specifics 
worked out. He said the 
plan is available for the 
public to see. Costs for the 
viability study were allotted 
two years ago by the coun- 


ly. 

"If we didn’t think this 
center was absolutely do- 
able, we wouldn't ask for 
these county funds,” Hine- 
baugh said. He also stated 
that the earmarked money 
from ihe county only be- 
comes “aciual spending” if 
the board of directors can 
bring together the entire 
funding package. Presently, 
state and federal funding 
avenues are being explored. 
Hinebaugh said the com- 
missioners’ commitment will 
greatly strengthen the possi- 
bilities of obtaining other 
money. 

The first construction on 
the site is to begin next 
spring, if all pieces of the 
plan come together, Hine- 
baugh said. It is hoped that 
the complex will be well 
under way within five years, 
after which it is expected to 
be self-sustaining. 

Commissioner Wendell 
Beitzel said the commis- 
sioners have studied the 
plan for a long time, and 
that they agree the econom- 
ic benefits of the center are 
worth the county’s expendi- 
ture. 

“The state owns the lake 
now, but people come up 
here to it and use our pri- 
vate enterprise amenities,” 
he said. "This center will 
bring people, too, which will 
add to our economy and 
our tax base.”

Under Matty’s leader- 
ship, the Reds, often the 
baseball equivalent of Sibe- 
ria, began to improve stead- 
ily. They reached and won 
the World Series in 1919 — 
a tainted victory, because 
their opponents were the 
infamous Chicago White 
Sox, eight of whose mem- 
bers were, as the saying of 
the day went, “laying down.” 

However bittersweet the 
win, Matty wasn’t able to 
enjoy it. He had left the 
team late in the 1918 sea- 
son to enlist in the Army of 
the Occupation as a captain 
in the Chemical Warfare 
(also known as "Gas and 
Flame”) Division. Dreading 
the ocean, becoming vio- 
lently seasick, and contract- 
ing the flu, he reached 
France in a weakened con- 
dition. The Annistice and 
his arrival were almost si- 
multaneous, but for Matty 
the horror was just begin- 
ning. He was accidentally 
gassed during an exercise, 
the details of which remain 
unceriain; whatever hap- 
pened, the event combined 
with his already diminished 
resistance to leave him sus- 
ceptible to the tuberculosis 
that would eventually kill 
him. 

Matty returned to the 
United States in time to ob 
serve the 1919 Series (the 
rumors were flying) and 
mark his scorecard on ques 
tionable plays. He became 
president of the Boston

Only Partners Scarred For Life 


by Peggy Santamaria 

Steve never thought of 
himself as a victim of do- 
mestic violence. In fact, he 
said, he didn’t even know 
that term. He was a small 
child in the 1950s growing 
up with an older brother, 
his mother, and a father 
given to bouts of heavy 
drinking and battering his 
wife. 

"It was usually ok from 
Monday through Thursday. 
But from Friday through 
Sunday — look out!" Some 
of Steve's earliest childhood 
memories were of waiting 
in fear for his father to 
return from work on a Fri- 
day. When he wouid hear 
the footsteps outside signal- 
ly the imminent approach 
he would freeze, he recal- 
ied. 

“You knew that if he'd 
been drinking he would 
come in and begin throwing 
things around and breaking 
them up. Sometimes he 
would throw the furniivre 
out of the house and you 
knew the neighbors saw all 
this," Steve reflected. 

Very early in his life, 
Steve decided he would 
never, absolutely never, 
bring a friend to his house 
to play. "You just didn’t 
know if he would come 
home and start in, and you 
didn’t want anyone to kiow 
that you had a family like 
this,” he said. 

Another memory that is 
clearly etched in Steve's 
mind is of a time when his 
father stabbed his mother’s 
leg with a fork. “Then they 
gave me and my brother 
money to go to the movies. 
I sat there during the whole 
movie praying ... that’s all I 
did the whole time. I was 
praying the she would still 
be alive when we got 
home." 

In addition to the physi- 
cal attacks, verbai abuse es- 
calated as Steve's father 
grew more enraged. "He 
would call my mother the 
most horrible things. I think 
a lot of his anger came 
from a hatred he had of his 
own mother, who abused 
him," he said.

One night Steve recailed 
lying in bed and hearing the 
"sickening" sounds of his 
mother being battered and 
thrown against a wall. 11 
was all too much for the 
child, who ran to his older 
brother's room to seek help. 
"He was hiding under the 
bed!" Steve reported in a 
tone that still echoed the 
disgust he felt at the time. 
He was 8 years old. 

In the morning, following 
an episode of violence, no 
mention was ever made of 
it by his parents or his 
brother. "I couldn't figure 
out if they were all crazy or 
if I was. I was just a little 
kid but I wanted say, ‘Hey, 
don’t any of you remember 
what went on here last 
night. What's happening?” 

At an age when most 
liitie boys think of the fu- 
ture in terms of next Satur- 
day, Steve was longing for a 
time when he could be out 
on his own. "Of course I 
had never heard anything 
about the cycle of violence 
but I did know from a very 
early age that I did not 
want to repeat any of the 
behaviors I was seeing at 
home," he said. 

But where were the role 
models for Steve? What 
men could he look up to 
and pattern his behaviors 
after? How should men 
treat women? "I had no one 
io teach me, so I just made 
it up in my imagination, 
using what I saw on TV and 
what I saw at other kids’ 
houses. I was always pre- 
tending and irying to be 
what I thought other peopie 
wanted me to be." 

Asked if was he abused 
as a child or a victim of 
violence, Steve's answer is 
no. “My father never 
touched me or my brother. 
It was between him and my 
mother. They wouldn’t hurt 
us.”

in women over the age of 30. Cysts are caused by cyclical 
stimulation of the breasts by ovarian hormones, and cysts 
wili come and go. Aspiration, where a needle is inserted 
inta the cyst or lump to remove the fluid contained within 
the cyst, often will make the cyst disappear. Breast pain is 
a common complaint and is usually caused by cystic 
changes within the breast tissic. Many times, no specific 
cysts can be found in the breasts on examination, but it is 
presumed that the cystic changes are too small to cause a 
specific lump. Sometimes, no specific cause of chronic 
breast pain can be identified. Treatment for breast pain 
may include heat and/or ice, anti-inflammatories (such as 
ibuprefen), wefl-supporting bras, and patience 

Breast discharges from the nipple are not uncommon, 
and most discharges are due to benign diseases. Even 
bloody discharges are more often due to benign disorders 
than to cancers. All discharges need to be evaluated. 


Alzheimer’s Group 


Releases New Info. 


The Alzheimer’s Associa- 
tion has recently published 
several new fact sheets con- 
cerning the genetics of Alz- 
heimer’s disease, an experi- 
meatal Alzheimer vaccine, 
and a research project in- 
voiving estrogen. 

The publication About 
Genetics and Alzheimer’s 
Disease reflects current 
knowledge about Alzheimer 
genetics, an area identified 
as one of high interest to 
the public. The fact sheet 
deals with heredity and ge- 
netics influencing the risk of 
developing Alzheimer’s and 
the possibility of testing for 
the genes associated with 
increased risk of Alzhei- 
mer’s. 

The publication was pre- 
pared by the association in 
consultation with Dr. Rich- 
ard Mayeux of Columbia 
University. 

Facts About AN-1792, 
The Alzheimer Vaccine, con- 
tains information about an 
experimental drug that 
stimulates the immune 
system. AN-1792 is a modi- 
fied form of the protein 
fragment beta amyloid 42, 
which makes up most of the 
amyloid plaques that are a 
hallmark Alzheimer abnor- 
mality. 

Scientists at the Elan 
Corporation developed the 
compound based on the 
theory that treatment with 
beta amyloid might activate 
the immune system to rec- 
ognize and attack these 
pathological accumulations 

A faci sheet about PRE- 
PARE (PREvent Postmen- 
opausal Alzheimer’s with 
Replacement Estrogens) 
discusses a study being 
sponsored by the U.S. Na- 
tional Institute on Aging, a 
division of the U.S. Nation- 
al Institutes of Health, 
which is taking place at 20 
Alzheimer research centers 
nationwide, including Johns 
Hopkins Bayview Medical 
Center in Maryland.

October 31 is 
one of the ancieat cross quarter days, marking the middie 
of fall. (Groundhog Day, May Day, and August | are the 
other cross quarter days.) 

THE MOON — October opens with the moon as a 
slender crescent low in the western dusk. A few days later 
the evening moon is half full (looks like a"D"). This shape 
of the moon offers the best views of the moon's craters 
and mountains with binoculars and telescopes. The moon 
is full on the night of October 12-13. This is the Hunter’s 
Moon, which like September's Harvest Moon offers extra 
evening moonlight the next few nights. The moon appears 
near the planet Saturn on the evening of the 15th and 
near the bright planet Jupiter the next evening. A week 
after full, the moon mainly shines in the morning hours. 
On October 20 the moon appears half full at dawn (then 
looks like a backwards "D"). On October 27, the moon 
swings from the morning to the evening side of the sun. In 
the last two days of October, the crescent moon appears 
near Venus low in the western dusk. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS —~ Our five nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more steadi- 
ly than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it's windy, even the planet’s 
light may flicker. Three of the five bright planets can be 
seen on October evenings. Early in the evening the bril- 
liant planet Venus appears as the first bright point of light 
low in the western dusk. Late in the evening the bright 
planet Jupiter and Saturn become prominent low in the 
east. Jupiter is the lower and brighter of the twosome. 

OCTOBER’S BEST SIGHTS — In October the fall 
evening groups become prominent in the eastern sky. Low 
in the northeast is the bright yellow star Capella, which 
stays in evening view through the spring. To the right of 
Capella is the 7 Sisters or Pleiades star cluster, resembling 
a tiny starry dipper (not to be mistaken for the larger Lit- 
tle Dipper, always in the north). The Summer Triangle 
with its white-blue star Vega still draws attention in the 
west. On moonless nights the Milky Way can be seen run- 
ning across the Summer Triangle. 

OCTOBER ASTRONOMY ACTIVITIES —- Each Sun- 
day the Frostburg State Planetarium has two free public 
presentations at 1:30 p.m. and 7 p.m., lasting about an 
hour. The October feature is "Mysteries of the Planets,” a 
look at the fascinating worlds that orbit our sun. The 
planetarium is just off the front lobby of Tawes with near- 
by convenient parking. 

The Cumberland Astronomy Club will have its monthly 
meeting on October 20 at 7:30 p.m. at the LaVale Public 
Library. All interested sky gazers are welcome. Several 
club members are residents of Garrett County, including 
the vice president, Gus Johnson of Swanton. 

Dr. Bob Doyle directs the planetarium at Frostburg State. 
Since the mid ’70s, Doyle has been writing sky columns for 
beginners who would like to identify the brightest stars, plan- 
ets, and sights in their backyards. To ask a sky question, call 
the FSU planetarium at 301-687-4270 and press 4. Doyle al- 
so hosts "SkyWatch," a brief program on days of the week 
and sky sights that airs on weekday evenings just before 9 
p.m. on WFWM, Frostburg State’s radio station that trans- 
mits at 91.9 FM in western Garrett County and at 96.3 FM 
around Oakland. Dr. Doyle's e-mail address is rdoyle @frost 
burg.edu.

There are currently five 
recreational sites at Jen- 
nings Randolph Lake, in- 
cluding a campground, boat 
launch, and picnic area oa 
the West Virginia side of 
the lake. The only recre- 
ational opportunity on the 
Maryland side is a boat 
launch, which became oper- 
ational two years ago. 

Jennings Randolph Lake 
is located on the North 
Branch of the Potomac Riv- 
er in Garrett County and 
Mineral County, W.Va. 
Construction of a dam 
which created the lake was 
authorized by the Flood 
Control Act of 1962 and 
was completed in 1982. The 
dam is one of the largest 
east of the Mississippi Riv- 
er. 

“With both 
and boating use rapidly in- 
creasing at Jennings Ran- 
dolph Lake, I am commit- 
ted to seeing that we pro- 
vide the opportunities to 
enhance the Maryland side 
with needed recreational fa- 
cilities,” said Sarbanes. 

"This funding is a great 
start in making the lake 
more accessible for Mary- 
landers to enjoy its beauty 
and benefit from the new 
recreational! facilities," said 
Mikulski. 

The Maryland senators 
reported that they have 
been strong proponents of 
efforts to enhance the 
Maryland side of Jennings 
Randolph Lake. In 19%, 
they sponsored legislation 
for joimt management and 
law enforcement at Jen- 
nings Randolph Lake be- 
tween the states of Mary- 
land and West Virginia. In 
addition, they worked to 
provide federal funds for 
the completion of a paved 
access road on the Mary- 
land side. Previously, the 
only paved access to the 
Jennings Randolph Lake 
recreational are2 was by 
crossing into West Virginia 
and entering the lake area

You might 
not like what we propose as 
a trade, we'd probably be 
looking at giving you Rt. 
135, or Rt. 495, or Rt. 42. 
We'll continue to discuss 
ihe matics.” 

Planning for improve- 
ments to the existing Rt. 
219 corridor from 1-68 
south through the county, 
including the Accident by- 
pass, was the next request 
of the county. "The master 
plan identifies three ‘pinch 
points’ along Rt. 219 — 
Oakland, Accident, and the 
area just north of Glendale 
Road," Nelson said. State 
officials responded that as 
the Oakland bypass project 
progresses, the other items 
will move up the list in pri- 
ority. 

The possibility of con- 
struction of a truck climbing 
Jane along Rt. 42 on Elder 
Hilt was addressed when 
Crozier said, "We've had an 
informal preliminary study 
looking for the best place to 
put a truck lane, but given 
the low traffic count on that 
road it would be hard to 
justify a project like that by 
itself. It would be an expen- 
sive proposition, as there 
are a number of rock out- 
croppings and utility poles 
right along the roadway. 
Our best bet is to lump it in 
with the next major repav- 
ing project, which will be 
three or four years down 
the road.” 

A proposed — sidewalk 
running east from Southern 
High School and Mtn. Lake 
Park was the county's next 
request for consideration. 
“We met with the town, and 
we'd like to take the ditch 
line on the high schoo! side 
of Oakland Drive, cover it 
over with a closed drainage 
system, and put the side- 
walk on top of that," said 
Crozier.

40, was addressed 
in light of a proposed BFS 
truck plaza for the intersec 
tion. "We would need to 
look at the number of 
trucks that would be using 
the intersection; my guess is 
that a full signal would not 
be required, but we would 
be concerned about the 
geometrics of large trucks 
making turns there. We're 
not trying to keep the de- 
veloper out; our con is 
about the potential impact 
to our intersection. We'll 
continue to study the mat- 
ter,” said Crozier. 

Bicycle lanes were ad- 
dressed, as Crozier said, 
"While we don’t propose to 
set apart separate bicycle 
lanes along state roadways, 
we are looking at installing 
‘Share the Road’ signs, es- 
pecially along Rt. 50. Also, 
at one point where that 
highway narrows to cross a 
culvert, we're looking at 
putting in a boardwalk for 
bicycie usage.”

WITH GOD’S EYES?

Background Scripture 

1 Samuel! 15:10 through 16:13 
Devotional Reading: 

Isaiah 55:6-11 


To celebrate my 70th birthday, 
earlier this year I committed myself 
to reading the massive masterpiece by 
my seminary professor, Reinhold 
Niebuhr: The Natuie and Destiny of 
Man. In one of the numerous lists in- 
spired by the turn of the millennium, 
it was voied one of the most impor- 
tant of the 20th century. 

Cae of its great themes is the 
arrogance of human nature, not in that 
we sin, but that we presume that we 
are righteous. The whole burden of the 
prophetic message, Niebuliz writes, “is 
that there is only one God...and that 
the sin of man consisis in the vanity 
by which he imagines himself, his na- 
tions, his cultures, his civilizations to 
be divine.” On another occasion he 
said that “not much evil is done by evil 
men; most of the evil is done by good 
people who do not know that they are 
not good.” 

Is there any greater human 
arrogance than for us to assume that 
God sees things pretty much as we see 
them? This is the seat of Saul’s fail 
ure—he presumes that God agrees 
with him! Of course, he didn’t say it 
that way, but that’s the way he acted. 
Note the breezy confidence with 
which he greets the angry Samuel: 
“Blessed be you to the Ford: I have 

formed the commandment of the 
ord” (15:13). He has blatantly 
disobeyed God's command, but he 
pretends that what he did was just the 
opposite. 
“In Your Own Eyes” 

In the midst of this great sales 
pitch, Samuel! shouts: “Stop! I will tell 
you what the Lord said to me this 
night” (15:16). Although God has 


led Saul and _ promises 
to be with him, Saul tas continued to 
see himself as the man for the 
oe Samuel says: “Though you are 
ittle in your own eyes, are you not the 
head of the tribes of Israel?” Saul's 
failure was his willful refusa! to 
accept what God saw in him. To cling 
doggedly to such a diminished view 
of ourselves, despite God's assur- 
ances, is a sin, not humility.

obeyed their voice” (15:26). In other 
words: it is really their fault. The 
leader has been misled by his follow- 
ers! And now he expects that his easy 
repentance will negate the coase- 

quences. 

Whose Voice? 

Saul has made an ail tco common 
and human error: he has failed to see 
that Vox populi non vox Dei—The 
voice of the people is not the voice of 
God.” in his exposition of this 
in The Interpreter’s Bible, Joha C. 
Schroeder says something that jarred 
me: “The will of the majority is not 
the divine oracle. To operate a society 
by the will of the majority has proven 
to be a satisfactory way ‘ernment 
in a democracy. But in history, the 
majority is seldom right—some 
minority is. This the reason why 
democracies, if they are to survive, 
must always protect the minorities. 
Some of them may be the voice of 
God.” Saul placed his confidence ina 
poll of public opinion. 

God then instructs Samuel to go 
to Bethlehem where the prophet is to 
anoint God's choice as Saul's 
successor. When he comes to Jesse's 
family, as instructed, be is amazed that 
God does not seem to choose aay of 
Jesse's sons. “Surely,” says Samuel, 
“the Lord’s anointed is before him,” 
but God tells him, “Do not look oa his 
appearance or on the height of his 
Stature, because | have rejected him; 
for the Lord sees not as man sees; man 
looks on the outward a but 
the Lord looks on the heart” (16:7). 

Learning that there is one son, the 

oungest, David, who is not present, 
wel sends for hirn. And, when the 
young David arrives, the Lord says to 
wel, “Arise, anoint him; for this is 
he.”

Q. My 8-year-old refrigerator is 
beginning to show some corrosion 
and rust on the door and sides, espe- 
cially on scratched areas where we 
slide it in and out to clean behind it. 
The warranty has expired. Any 
chance I can repair these rusted 


A. Depending on the amount of rust, 
the refrigerator’s surface can be 
patched up, but I'm a little worried 
about corrosion attacking other, less 
visible areas. A damaged coil or failing 
compressor will certainly negate the 
amount of elbow grease you plan to put 
into improving the refrigerator’s looks. 

Slide the refrigerator out of its 
nook and inspect the coils and sup- 
porting frame along the back for 
signs of rust. Then, clean away dust 
and debris from the underside of the 
fridge and check the coils in that area 
as well. Look for dripping or pooled 
water while you're down there, too. 
If you see any signs of decay or dam- 
age, have a technician look at the unit 
and find out whether it would cost 
less to repair or replace it 

if your refrigerator has only a few 
signs of rust, Weat repair as you 
would an old car. Remove the rust 
with a fine rubbing compound to 
minimize scratching, then dab touch- 
up paint over the area to match the 
refngerator's color 

Prevent rust on all your large appli- 
ances by cleaning them frequently and 
keeping them dry. Sears HomeCentral 
actually recommends applying a coat 
of paste wax, the same used on your 
car, to repel moisture. And keep a bot- 
tle of touch-up paint in a kitchen 
drawer (away from the kids) to dab on 
scratches as they occur

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Just as in the past, today's advertis- 
ers want to put their message in front 
of buyers. The places chosen for ads 
are often unexpected. 


From about 1870 to 1900, clocks 
placed in public spaces, like barber- 
shops or drug stores, were popular 
with advertisers. The earliest clocks 
were wooden with a pendulum or a 
spring-wound mechanism. Later 
clocks were electric with metal cases 
or, since the 1940s, plastic cases. The 
advertising clock is still used, but it 
might have lights or neon trim. The 
old, wooden barbershop clock often 
displayed ads for razors. Many pic- 
tured a man shaving. Clocks were 
rented or loaned to the barbershop. 


The Gem Damaskeene Razor clock 
pictures a man busy shaving. He has a 
small mirror, shaving mug and brush 
perched on the arm of a chair. With 
one hand, he’s shaving, while the 
other hand holds a squirming baby 
who has grabbed the man’s towel. The 
clock was made by Sessions of 
Forestville, Conn., about 1910. This 
rare clock is worth more than $4,000. 


Q: I have inherited a marquetry 
center table from my grandpar- 
ents. They purchased the table 
decades ago when a Chicago man- 
sion was being torn down end all of 
its furnishings sold. The table is in 
the Renaissance Revivai styie snd 
is made of walout with walnut 
veneers. A faded paper label uncer 
the table top is hard to read, but I 
believe it reads, “George Gilbert, 
261 Wabash, Chicago.” 


A: Mr. Gilbert probably owned 2 
retail furniture store at the Wabash 
Avenue address. The style of your 
table was popular during the 1870s and 
“80s. Many similar tables were made 
in the Midwest, especially in the furni- 
ture-making center of Grand Rapids, 
Mich. Depending on the workinanship 
and condition of your table, it should 
sell from $1,000 to $2,500.

The kennel crate can be an effective 
tool for taining and housebreaking 
your dog. Used improperly, however, 
the crate can be a form of abuse. Here 
are some tips to help ensure your pet's 
well-being. 


* Do not keep your dog in the kennel 
crate all day. Four hours is the maxi- 
mum amount of time a pet should be 
cooped up. Come home at lunchtime 
and take him out for a walk, or have 
someone else do so. (The dog can 
sleep al! night in the craic, inowever.) 


+ Take the dog out for a walk imme- 
diately, every timé you let him out of 
the crate. Do this consistently to help 
housetrain him. 


* Don't put your dog in the crate just 
to “get him out of the way.” A kennel 
crate is not a substitute for play time or 
training time. Make your puppy a pri- 
ority every evening! 


* Use the crate for limited “time 
but if their behavior becomes wild or 
destructive, place him in the crate for a 
few minutes until he calms down. 

Consistency is the most important 
training tool in your arsenal. Supervise 
your dog, do not allow improper 
behavior — period — and schedule a 
big chunk of play time every day.

late 1920s, farmers began to 
see that they were buying at 
retail and selling whole- 
sale ... They still are for a 
lot of their products! The 
idea of banding together to 
form either a buying coop- 
erative or a marketing 
cooperative began to be- 
come a reality. By poolin 
their resources, seeds, fertil- 
izer, and supplies could be 
purchased at less cost. And 
so began a number of these 
supply cooperatives, with 
the farmer-owners eventual- 
ly having to find — for 
storage of their products 
and persons to become 
managers. 

oe ~~ 
were formed for the same 
reasons: to make a farm 
profitable. Prior to these 
cooperative efforts, farmers 
were lefi to the whim of the 
weather, their ability to 
produce, or even to what 
people thought they like to 
eat. Local peddlers furn- 
ished locally produced eggs, 
butter, vegetables, and fruit; 
but if they had excess, it 
spoiled. With the event of 
refrigeration and good 
transportation, a wider field 
of marketing opened for the 
farmer, and they, too, 
formed cooperatives, farm- 
erawned and operated. 

Today, one will find their 
products in the stores, a lot 
under brand names, and it 
is difficult to tell which may 
be produced in such man- 
ner. There are vegetable 
and nut, fruit, and milk 
cooperatives. There are 
farm supply cooperatives 
throughout the country, 
with locally, Southern States 
Cooperative and Agway 
being the two known ones. 

During this month is a 
good time for the business 
world to take a correct look 
at these businesses. They 
have often been accused of 
not paying taxes such as 
those that privately owned 
businesses pay. Not so. All 
of the taxes on b pg 
except those returned to the 
farmer-owners, all of the 
real estate and personal 
property taxes remain the 
same. 

So when we patronize 
one of these agencies, we 
must remember that we are 
indirectly helping a farmer 
stay in business. And when 
we help a local farmer, we 
help ourselves. Money in 
local pockets is often spent 
—— — and isn’t it in our 
benefit to see that some 
active farms remain? Does- 
n't everyone like to see 
fields of crops and nice 
animals? Don't we appreci- 
ate the farmers’ business?

Beef Production Tips 

Treat for grubs now. November | is the cut-off date for 
treating cattle for grubs. After that date, grubs may have 
migrated to areas around the spinal cord and esophagus. 
If grubs are killed after they have moved to that location, 
they can cause a severe inflammatory reaction, resulting 
in paralysis or suffocation of the cow. Grubs cause 
damage to the hide as they cut breathing hole, in the skin 
of cattle. In addition, they reduce animal performance. 
Many types of pour-ons are available to treat grubs. They 
include organophosphates like Warbex, Spot-on or 
Tiguvon, as well as the new endecticides like Ivomec 
Pour-On, Dectomax or Cydectin. 

Pregnancy check cows at weaning. Open cows should 
not be carried through the winter, especially this winter 
with the short feed supply. Cows should be palpated by a 
veterinarian at weaning to determine pregnancy status. In 
addition, a good veterinarian can “age the fetus” to give 
producers expected calving dates for cows. Pregnancy 
checking costs only a few dollars per cow, especially if it

Sanitary District 
To Be Created 
Near Deep Creek 

A. sanitary district for 
about 78 homeowners in 
the Deep Creek Lake/Mea- 
dow Mountain area will 
most likely be established, 
by order of the Garrett 
County commissioners. The 
commissioners this week 
agreed with a recommenda- 
tion of the Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission to 
pursue the creation of the 
district. The record will 
remain open for the oblig- 
atory 10 days, and then the 
commissioners will officially 
move to establish the dis- 
trict, barring any over 
whelming response against 
it 

The creation of the dis- 
trict will cost a total of 
approximately $1.4 million. 
About $900,000 of that is 
already secured through 
grant funding from the De- 
partment of the Environ- 
ment and the Department 
of Agriculture. The remain- 
ing $408,000 will be ob- 
tained through a low-inter- 
est loan from rural develop- 
ment coffers. This will most 
likely be paid via an ad 
valorem tax to the 78 fami- 
lies on the 90 properties in 
Meadow Mountain, located 
in the vicinity of State Park 
and Brant roads. 

To help offset the bur- 
den to these residents, the 
Sanitary Commission and 
the county officials are 
pursuing the idea of hook- 
ing Deep Creek Lake State 
Park into the system.

At the heart of the con-

"The allega- 
tions can be broadly charac- 
terized as questionable uses 
of authority and failure to 
follow procedures and re- 
quirements of the town 
charter,” Welch commented 
earlier this week. 

“Based on those allega- 
tions I issued state’s attor- 
ney’s supeonas to obtain 
documents of the town, 
which amounted to three 
boxes of general govern- 





ment records. Based on our 
review, I sent a letter to 
Steve Montanarelli on 
September 28 outlining 
various complaints we had 
received that may, and I 
emphasize ‘may,’ have some 
substance.” It will be up to 
his office to determine 
whether or not any of the 
allegations require criminal 
prosecution, she added. 

Montanarelli concurred 
with Welch's statement and 
elaborated, “If my office 
decides to recommend 
prosecution, we would 
advise the Garrett County 
state’s attorney's office to 
carry it out, or the state’s 
attorney can send it back to 
us for the state prosecutor's 
office to prosecute. If we 
decide not to recommend 
prosecution, we give our 
reasons for that decision to 
the state’s attorney, and it’s 
left up to her to decide 
whether or not her office 
will pursue the matter or 
close it.

— as we are fond of saying today — thought outside the 


box. 


We modern and post-modern people think that every- 


one in the 1490s believed that 


the world was flat, and that 


one could sail off the end of the flat earth. That belief 
may have been widespread, but since 500 B.C., at least, 
there have been learned debates over the shape and ex- 


tent of the earth. 


Columbus believed in the spherical shape of the earth, 
and was prepared to stake his life and someone else’s for- 
tune on that belief. He needed a sponsor for his expedi- 


tion. Ferdinand and Isabella 


of Spain took on that role. 


They were following the example which their Portuguese 
neighbors had been seiting already for a century, that of 


daring sea exploration. 


The Spanish could well afford to undertake new ven- 
tures. They had recently consolidated their kingdom, hav- 
ing driven the Moors (North African Moslems) from their 
shores. The next 200 years would be the golden era for 


the Iberians, The French and 


English would only succeed 


in imitating them until the 18th century. 

The sailing of Columbus to the New World is one of 
the greatest events of history. The Vikings had made a 
similar journey nearly half a millennium before. However 
intrepid were those remarkable men of northern Europe, 
nothing came of their visit to North America. They came, 
they saw, they went home. They maintained a colony in 
Greenland. Iceland was thoroughly settled, but that was it. 
No one then raced to establish a colony in the lands we 
call Newfoundland or Nova Scotia. 

After Columbus returned to Europe with news of his 


discovery, the floodgates open 


ed. Five hundred years later 


a steady flow of Europeans continue to seek the opportu- 
nity of a lifetime in the two continents which Columbus 


found. 


True enough, he did not really find what he was look- 
ing for. Part of his genius was that, when he found what

The agreed-to conser- 
vation easement governs 
how the buy-down parcels 
can be used, provides for 
the protection of trees and 
vegetation on the lake's 
buffer strip, and includes 
restrictions on the construc- 
tion of buildings, improve- 
ments, and septic system 
expansion on the parcels. 

Contracts that include a 
description of the buy-down 
parcels and a copy of the 
conservation easement will 
be sent to lake property 
owners. The residents on 
the north and east sides of 
McHenry Cove will be the 
first to receive the con- 
tracts, according to a re- 
lease from the Maryland 
Department of General 
Services (DGS). The resi- 
dents will have 60 days to 
review the contract. If they 
wish to purchase the prop- 
erty, they must return a 
fully executed contract, 
along with a non-refundable 
deposit of $300, which will 
reportedly be applied to- 
ward settlement costs. 

As the executed contracts 
are returned, field surveying 
for those parcels will be 
performed, and residents 
will then be able to com- 
plete the purchase. Land 
that is not purchased by 
contiguous property owners 
will remain the property of 
the state. 

As ihe sales begin, up- 
dated information may be 
found on the DGS web site 
at www.dgs.state.md.us. 

The money raised in the 
sales of these parcels will be 
used by the state to recoup 
part of the $17.6 million 
spent to buy the lake, chief- 
ly going toward the $9.8 
million spent to purchase 
the surrounding land. 

Wendell Beitzel, county 
commissioner chairman and 
member the 
board, said that although

Actor Eddie Frierson,

His mother fumbled 
on the floor for the 4-year- 
old boy's sneakers and 
jammed his bare feet into 
them.

"There was tall grass and 
brambles.

I 
didn’t understand what was 
happening. My mother said 
we could not move along 
the roads because he would 
find us," Daniel remem- 
bered.

Daniel said he spent a 
lot of time thinking about 
what was going on in his 
home.

"Early detection is ex- 
tremely important. Every- 
one should get a mammo- 
gram.” 

There was no history of 
breast cancer in Olia Ortiz’s 
family, so when a mammo- 
gram indicated a possible 
tumor in her breast, she 
said she was surprised. 
"Neither the doctor nor I 
could feel anything because 
it was so small,” she said. 

At age 61, Olia had 
mammograms regularly for 
many years, and took ad- 
vantage of the free breast 
and cervical cancer screen- 
ing (BCCS) program of- 
fered through the Garrett 
County Health Department. 

The mammogram Olia 
had in July, however, was a 
critical one, because it pin- 
pointed a potential problem 
long before other methods 
of checking would reveal it. 
A second mammogram, giv- 
en to verify the results, con- 
firmed the initial findings. 
"The appointment was 
made that day for a biopsy,” 
she recalled. 

It took about three 
weeks for the biopsy reports 
to be sent back to her doc- 
tor’s office documenting 
that the small mass discov- 
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Auto, Air, 


ered through mammogra- 
phy had, indeed, proven to 
be malignant cancer 

Remedial action was 
swift. Surgery was scheduled 
and the cancerous tumor 
removed, along with a small 
amount of the tissue sur- 
rounding it. 

And that was that, for 
Olia. She had decided that 
she did not want to pursue 
further avenues of medical 
treatment. She did not want 
to undergo chemotherapy 
or radiation, she explained. 
"I chose instead to work 
very hard at building my 


body. I might have it, but it 
doesn’t have me,” she said

CHOOSING THE RIGHT 
CONTRACTOR 


Q. You often tell readers to hire a 
contractor for some home repairs, but 
not how to hire one. I’ve heard stories 
about shady repairmen, and I don’t 
want to make a mistake. What’s the 
best way to choose and deal with a 
contractor? — Edith W., Reading, 
Penn. 

A. A license, references and a rep- 
utation — those are the three most 
important factors in choosing a con- 
tractor. If the repair contractor can't 
produce the required state license to 
operate, as well as a list of solid, cur- 
rent references, don't deal with him 
If your friends, rélatives or neighbors 
have never heard of the contractor 
before, proceed with caution — even 
if he does have a license 

In fact, get the name of a contrac- 
tor from a neighbor or relative before 
Starting your search — it could save 
you some time and trouble. Meet 
with the contractor and talk to him 
about the type of work you need 
done, and be certain to ask the fol- 
lowing questions 

* Is the contractor or his firm 
licensed in your state? 

* How much liability insurance 
does he or she have, in case any dam- 
age is done to your home? 

* Does the contractor have a list of 
references? Get a copy and check 
them thoroughly 

+ Is the work guaranteed? 

* Get a written quote on the pro 
ject. Make sure the contractor notes 
what work will be done, how long it 
will take, the total cost, and when 
payment is expected 

Finally, no matter how good his ref- 
erences of rates are, always go with 
your gut. If you don't have a good feel- 
ing about the contractor, don't hire him.

Formal dinner parties were an 
important part of the life of a well-to- 
do Victorian couple. The rules of eti 
quette and good taste dictated the 
dinner table's look. Collectors now 
find many pieces of silver serving 
dishes and large, carved furniture that 
were made for a Victorian feast. 

The dining room had large furni- 
ture. There was often a sideboard 
with carvings of dead game birds, 
animals and symbols of the food to 
be served. The sideboard held large 
pieces of silver that were to be used 
during dinner. Examples of fine 
silver, crystal or china were also on 
display. The tab! n thi 
the room under a large, decorative 
chandelier. Ground-glass globes were 
preferred because they made the 
lighting more flattering. The long 
table was surrounded by matching 
carved chairs. The table was covered 
with a white damask cloth that was 
large enough to fall 20 inches from 
the floor at both ends. The cloth was 
ironed and the crease was placed 
exactly in the middle, going the 
length of the table. The center of the 
table held a flower arrangement 

Dinners often had 12 courses, so 
many dishes were used. Silverware, 
dishes and napkins were put in place 
for each course. Sometimes the place 
setting included an individual salt dish 
and spoon, plus a place card, Large, 
omate serving pieces like tureens and 
platters were used, and serving pieces 
were made for every type of food, 
from asparagus to tomatoes. Most of 
the utensils can still be used. Never 
wash gold-trimmed dishes or hollow- 
handled silverware in the dishwasher. 
The heat can cause damage.

Q: My aunt recently saw that I 
have an old celluloid dresser set. 
She told me the pieces could burst 
into flames and suggested I get rid 
of them. My aunt tends to worry a 
lot, but I’in wondering if she’s right. 

A: Celluloid is a semi-synthetic 
plastic that was inyented in the 19th 
century. It does not combust sponta- 
neously; it will not burst into flames 
without some help. Celluloic’ can melt 
and burn easily, however. Never place 
your dresser set near a fireplace, can- 
dle or light source. This includes a 
light bulb or strong sunlight

MDE) and partment 
Natural Resources (DNR 
have unveiled a draft of up 
graded standards for com 
mercial and private timber 
cutting in Maryland forests 
The draft is described as an 
effort to continue improving 
Maryland’s water quality, 
stabilize streams, and pre- 
serve soil. 

When adopted as part of 
the Code of Maryland Reg- 


ulations (COMAR), the 
Maryland Standards and 
Specifications for Forest 


Harvest Operations will be a 
legal working document 
that will govern forest har- 
vest operations in Mary- 
land. It specifically out!ines 
the technical requirements 
for sediment and erosion 
control for timber harvest- 
ing in the state, and also 
provides one-stop forest- 
harvest-specific guidance for 


waterway, won-tidal wet- 
land, and Critical Areas 
permitting. 


The draft document was 
developed by MDE’s Water 
Management Administra- 
tion and DNR’s Forest 
Service over the last few 
years to update the Stan- 
dard Frosion and Sediment 
Control Plan for Forest 
Harvest Operation and the 
Soil Erosion and Sediment 
Control Guidelines For For- 
est Harvest Operations in 
Maryland creeted more than 
20 years ago. That standard 
plan and those guidelines 
have provided the basis for 
design and approval of sedi- 
ment and erosion control 
plans for many years and 
are currently the criteria 
used by the industry and 
regulators.

Mikulski Cosponsors National 
Rural Dev. Partnership Act 


Senator Barbara A 
Mikulski (D-Md.) has co- 
sponsored the National Ru- 
ral Development Partnership 
Act of 2000 (S. 3175), which 
would formally authorize the 
National Rural Develop- 
ment Partnership (NRDP), 
the National Rural Devel- 
opment Council (NRDC), 
and state Rural Develop- 
ment Councils (SRDCs) 

"It's time that Congress 
formally recognizes the 
NRDP," said Sen. Mikulski 
"The NRDP and SRDCs pro- 
vide something no other 
groups do—communicatidn, 
cooperation, and coordina- 
tion between government 
and private groups. Programs 
and services not only get to 
rural areas more quickly, they 
become more efficient and 
effective." 

The NRDP coordinates 
federal agencies, state and 
local governments, and pri- 
vate and non-profit groups 
to make it easier to bring 
programs and services to ru- 
ral areas. The NRDP has 
existed for 10 years, but has 
never been formally autho- 
rized by Congress. The Ru- 
ral Development Policy Act 
of 1980 called for "a nation- 
wide rural development pro- 
gram," and the NRDP has 
existed based on the direc- 
tives laid out in the 1980 ini- 
tiative. 

"This legislation will en- 
sure the existence of NRDP," 
said Sen. Mikulski. "It will 
alsostrengthen NRDP, make 
coordination efforts even 
more effective, and benefit 
rural Marylanders."

Riparian Buffers 
To Be Topic At 
SCD Dinner 


The Garrett Soil Conser- 
vation District will hold its 
annual cooperators' dinner 
at the Pleasant Valley Com- 
munity Center on Tues., Oct. 
24, beginning at 7 p.m. 

This year the district 
board of supervisors decided 
to focus on an issue instead 
of an individual cooperator. 
The members have chosen 
to feature riparian buffers as 
the topic for the dinner. With 
increasing attention being 
placed on streamside buff- 
ers and fencing, they feel this 
is an appropriate topic. 

The speaker this year is 
José Taracido, wildlife con- 
servation specialist with the 
Foundation for California 
University of Pennsylvania. 
Taracido heads the Partners 
for Fish and Wildlife Farm- 
land Habitat Project at the 
university. Itconcentrates on 
helping farmers with stream 
bank fencing, wetland pro- 
tection, and warm season 
grass piantings. This program 
has won numerous awards, 
including the Chevrolet Na- 
tional Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation Award, National 
Wildlife Federation Award, 
and many other state and 
local awards. The partners 
include the US Fsb and Wild- 
life Service, Pa. Game Com- 
mission, USDA, NRCS, 
Pheasants Forever, Pa. Dept. 
of Environmental Protec- 
tion, Ducks Unlimited, Nat. 
Fish and Wildlife Founda- 
tion, Chesapeake Bay Foun- 
dation, and local soil conser- 
vation districts. 

Taracido has extensive 
field experience in working 
with landowners in western 
Pennsylvania to establish 


streamside buffers and fenc- 
ing. He has the unique per- 
spective of one who has fieid 
experience installing numer- 
ous miles of fencing for a 
multitude of !andowners. 
With the vast woodland 
acreage and the amount of 
naturally existing vegetation 
along streams in the county, 
the importance of buffers is 
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easily overlooked, according 
to the Garrett Soi! Conser- 
vation District. However, the 
Garrett District feels there 
are some places where fenc- 
ing and/or the establishment 
of a streamside buffer would 
be a definite benefit. Some 
Jandowners may install fenc- 
ing and establish buffers to 
benefit water quality. Others 
thay be more interested in 
the wildlife habitat aspects 
of the pactice. 

Proper stewardship of our 
natura! resources is a basic 
principle advocated by the 
Garrett Soil Conservation 
District since its beginning 
over 50 years ago. Sometimes 
a single wire fence is all it 
takes to practice good stew- 
ardship. Other times it will 
not be that simple. 

Taracido will be sharing 
his experiences of working 
with landowners in western 
Pennsylvania through the 
Partners for Wildlife Pro- 
gram. 

The cost of the meal will 
be $8 per person for baked 
steak, mashed potatoes with 
gravy, green beans, garden 
salad, apple sauce, roils, bev- 
erage, and pie withice cream.

Dry Conditions 
Improve State's 
Crop Harvest 


Maryland received a 
break from the wet weather 
experienced the previous 
weck, reported Ray Garibay, 
Maryland state statistician 
Most of the state had no pre- 
cipitation, with the exception 
of a few areas incentral Mary 
land that received a tenth of 
an inch of rain at most. Tem- 
peratures were unseasonably 
high this week with highs 
reaching into the mid 80s 
This combination of dry con- 
ditions with higher tempera- 
tures provided a suitable en- 
vironment for harvesting 
crops 

Despite these favorable 
conditions, corn harvest con- 
tinues to run behind sched- 
ule this week with 37% har- 
vested for grain, which is 15% 
lower than the five-year av- 
erage, and 86% harvested for 
silage, 3% below the five- 
year average. High corn 
yields were reported in many 
areas. Currently soybeans are 
6% harvested, 3% behind lasi 
year and 5% below the five- 
year average at this time. 

The drier weather also 
diminished some of the soil 
moisture surplus observed 
last week. However, mois- 
ture levels on area farms are 
maintained mostly at ad- 
equate levels with topsoil 
moisture rating 1% very 
short, 3% short, 94% ad- 
equate, and 2% surplus this

Signup for the Wool and Mohair Market Loss 
Assistance Program Begins 

The Agricultural Risk Protection Act of 2000 prowided 
for direct payments to wool and mohair nroducers for 1999 
wool and mohair produced and sheared from Jan. 1, 1999, 
through Dec. 31, 1999 : 
{ Signup for the Wool and Mohair. Market Loss Assistangg 
Program (WAMLAP) begéiron Tues., Oct./10, and will end 
gn Fri., Dec. 29. Eligible producers shall file applications for 
payment Af thé county FSA office nearest'to the producer's 
fesidence, or in the county where the producer already has 
PSA iarm records established. Muiti-county producers should 
file their applications in the county where their headquarters 
gre located. Late-filed applications will not be approved. 

Payments under WAMLAP cannot be issued until regu- 
ations are published in the Federal Register. 

An eligible wool or mohair producer is any person, or 
oups of persons, who as a single unit produced wool or 
1ohair and whose production and facilities are located in 

the United States. A minor who otherwise meets these 
cligibility qualifications is eligible to participate in WAMLAP, 
provided the application is signed by the minor and co- 
signed by a person determined by the county FSA Commit- 
tee to be financially responsible. 

Only one application per producer is required. To be 
cligible to receive payment: a producer must, have produced 
domestic wool or mohair during the 1999 marketing year, 
apply for payment during the signup period, and still be in 
the business of producing and marketing agricultural prod- 
ucts at the time of the request. However, the producer does 
not have to be currently producing wool or mohair. 

Program provisions require wool and mohair to have 
been shorn in the United States from livestock owned for 30 
calendar days or more by the producer at time of shearing, 
and from the livestock during the 1999 marketing year. 

The payment rate for wool is 20 cents per pound and 40 
cents per pound for mohair 

Requests for WAMLAP applications (Form CCC-1155) 
can be made by visiting the FSA office, by mail, by telephone, 
or by fax. All faxed signatures must be received in the FSA 
office by close of business Dec. 29, 2000. Producers must 
complete the CCC-1155 by self-certifying to the pounds of 
wool or mohair shorn during the 1999 marketing year, 
answering the eligibility questions, and signing the CCC 
1155

Ladybugs in the Home - 
Asian Lady Beetie Invasion has Arrived 

Several of the common species of lady beetles (lady- 
bugs, if you prefer) found in our area will wander indoors, 
during the fall. However, this is a distinctive and annoying 
trait of the Asian lady beetle, a relatively new species 
imported to the United States from eastern Asia. 

The “multicolored Asian lady beetle" (Harmonia 
axyridis), has become common in Garrett County. ' 

This biological control natural enemy is a beneficial, 
inbabitamt of the landscape but can also be a serious 
household pest in those areas where it has become well 
established and abundant. 

Asian lady beetles, like boxelder bugs, pine seed bugs 
and elm leaf beetles, are accidental invaders; that is, 
“outdoor” insects that create a nuisance by wandering 
indoors during a limited portion of their life cycle, 
Accidental invaders do not feed or reproduce indoors, 
They cannot attack the house structure, furniture, or 
fabric. They cannot sting or carry diseases. Lady beetles 
do not feed on people though they infrequently pinch 
exposed skin. Lady beetles may leave a slimy smear and 
they have a distinct odor When squashed. 

As with other accidental invaders, the most effective 
management option is to prevent invasion by sealing 
cracks, gaps and openings on the outside before the 
beetles wander in during early fall. Application of synthet- 
i¢ pyrethroid insecticides such as permethrin to the 
outside of buildings may help prevent pest cutry. Treat- 
ment must be applied before the beetles begin to cnter 
buildings to be effective (mid to late October). [lomeown- 
er insecticides other than permethrin usually do née 
provide satisfactory prevention. 

Indoor sprays are of very limited benefit. Aerosol 
foggers could be used in attics for some immediate relief 
of heavy infestations but wil! not contro! beetles that have 
not yet emerged from cracks and protected cavities. ‘THe 
priictical solution for homeowners in fall and winter is to

Birds Found At 
Dumpster Not 
Kilied By Virus 


The West Nile virus 
(WNV) was not the cause 
of the of 22 bird 
found at a dumpster in 
Garrett County iwo weeks 
ago. The dead fowl were re- 
portedly tested at the Mary- 
land Department of Agri- 
culture laboratory and were 
found to have died of some 
other cause, most likely 
some kind of poisoning. 

The birds had been eat- 
ing around the dumpster, 
located at a county collee- 
tion site along Rt. 135 on 
Backbone Mountain, and 
apparently ingested some- 
thing that caused internal 
hemorrhaging, according to 
reports, 

So far, no incidents of 
WNV have been found in 
Garrett County, although 
several birds have been sent 
for testing. 

The Maiyland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene’s Laboratory Ad- 
ministration has contirmeg 
that 46 birds in the state 
have tested positive for 
WNV, including one in 
Frederick County, Many of 
these dead birds were locat- 
ed in Baltimore City, Oth- 
ers were found in Baltimore 
County, and a few in 
Charles County.

THE LEGACY OF PATRICK HENRY 
My son surprised me when I discovered he did not 
know who Patrick Henry was. One of my nephews was 
handy, so I asked him, "Who is Patrick Henry?" He did 
not know either, This came as a shock to me since I 
thought that everyone knew about Patrick Henry. 
Last week I had the chance to take a trip into the Vir- 


ginia countryside and to visit Patrick Henry's home. I 
should say that I visited one of his several homes. As the 
opportunities of life changed his circumstances he did not 
hesitate to move house. "Scotchtown,” the home I visited, 
is where he lived from 1771-1778, the time for revolution- 
ary foment. It stands in the countryside 20 miles north of 
Richmond. 

So who was Patrick Henry? He was born in 1736 in 
Hanover County of Virginia. Descending through his fa- 
ther from independent-spirited Scots (who, I am bound to 
guess, had no love of the English) he developed into a 
firebrand lawyer. 

In 1763 he represented the planters and farmers of Vir- 
ginia against the Anglican (Episcopalian) clergy who were 
demanding, with the King's support, to be paid in tobacco 
rather than in cash. The Virginia law allowed for the cler- 
gy to be paid in cash in those years when the tobacco crop 
failed, and payment in tobacco would prove a hardship to 
planters and farmers and would constitute a vast overpay- 
ment to the clergy. His own uncle was such a clergyman, 
a fact which caused something of a family division. 

Henry's advocacy for the cash payment was a direct 
challenge to the King’s authority and to the established 
church, which had a right to persecute non-Anglican 
Christians. What foreshadowed his most famous speech a 
dozen years later was that he based his arguments on the 
natural rights of human beings, what Jefferson would later 
call our “inalienable rights.” 

During his first term in the House of Burgesses, the 
English government passed the Stamp Act in which every 
piece of paper sent to the American colonies was to be 
taxed. This was the occasion when the objection against 
taxation without representation was vigorously raised. 

Henry finished one rousing speech, "Caesar had his 
Brutus, Charles I his Cromwell, and George III..." He was 
interrupted by cries of "Treason! Treason!" When the 
House became quiet, Henry concluded, "And George III 
may profit by their example. If this be treason, then make 
the most of it." We can be sure that from then on Patrick 
Henry's name was watched by his enemies as well as by 
his friends. 

in the spring of 1775 he gave his most famous speech, 
one that I declaimed in my childhood. This was after the 
battles of Lexington and Concord. It concluded something 
like this, "Gentlemen may cry, ‘Peace! ‘Peace!’ but our 
brothers are already in the field. I know not what course 
others may take, but as for me, give me liberiy or give me 
death!" 

"Scotchtown" is a fine house, but not grand and emi- 
nently livable. It has a large central hall typical of Queen 
Anne homes (it was built about 1720, but in the Queen 
Anne style). On either side there are four large rooms 
The cellar and attic were both used, but were not finely 
finished. 

One can picture Henry riding forth from his home, 
gathering together average citizens as he made his march 
on Williamsburg where the colonial governor had issued 
his death warrant. In 1777 Patrick Henry became the first 
elected governor of Virginia and continued as an active 
force in politics until his death in 1799. His great gift was 
oratory, Which he lent to the cause of freedom. The alter 
natives of liberty or death were real. Had the Revolution 
failed he would have been hanged as a traitor 

When one considers the courage and nobility of the 
brave visionaries who founded our nation, it is hard to 
think about our current generation of political leaders 
without feeling a little sick

The virus is ap- 
parently transmitted by cer- 
tain mosquitoes, and is haz- 
ardovus not only to wildlife, 
but also to humans. 

Although the cold weath- 
er in Garrett County has 
most likely suppressed the 
insects for the year, local 
citizens are advised to con- 
tinue to wear clothing that 
covers extremities when out 
during dusk and dawn, Us- 
ing repellents, especially 
those containing DEET, 
will also help decrease the 
chances of mosquito bites. 
Residents are also urged to 
get rid of any standing 
water in their yards. 

Although the mosquitos 
will be gone for the winter, 
the virus is expected to sur- 
vive and could spread to 
the entire country within 
three years, according to 
wildlife experts.

Now that I have your full attention 

After watching the Gore-Bush presidential debates 
beamed across the galaxy on the television waves, civiliza- 
tions on other planets must think that the most pressing 
issue facing the United States of America at the opening 
of what we call a new millennium is TAX CUTS.

4 wa nk I had become so jaded as a 
flim criti ncapable of ever really enjoying a movie 
again. I am proved pleasantly wrong with The Contender, 
@ presidential drama rich with good performances, pleas- 
ing cinematography, good direction and a high-calibre 
script. Written and directed by former journalist Rod 
Lurie, whose 1998 feature debut Deterrence, which also 


bore a presidential theme, drew mixed reviews, The 
Contender shows that he is working toward producing a 
more credible result with his sophomore outing 
The film centers around vice-presidential designate 
Senator Laine Hanson (Joan Allen), a former Republican 
chosen by Democratic President Jackson Evans (Jeff 
Bridges) to be the first woman in history to fill the 
recently-deceased V.P.’s spot. Things may not be as rosy 
as the White House garden, however: her confirmation 
peering is to be presided over by Republican Shelly 
unyon (Gary Oldman), who hasa grudge against Hanson 
for switching parties, and against President Evans for 
soundly beating him in the most recent election. Runyon’s 
hoice for Vice President is Virginia Governor Jack 
athaway (William L. Petersen), but thanks to an unfor- 
tunate incident in which Hathaway is unable to save a 
woman from drowning, the president fears a Chappaquid 
dlick-type scandal, and decides to appoint Hanson instead 
Soon after the confirmation hearing begins, things 
turn ugly. Runyon’s staff, including freshman Represen- 
itive Reginald Webster (Christian Slater), find some dirt 
m Hanson: according to several sources, Hanson will- 
ngly participated in a gangbang while a freshman in 
ollege in order to be admitted to a sorority. Her alleged 
sex show’ is revealed in photos, in testimony of former 
ollege classmates, and even on video.

But 
e knows that the only way to get his political wish is to 
rag her name through the dirt. Lurie’s screenplay is 
teresting from various points of view, including work 
lone by several members of both parties, attempting 
ttacks and counter attacks as the hearing goes on. It’s 
n interesting look at the intricate chess game of politics, 
here the creation of a scandal, and the reaction to it, are 
arefully orchestrated for the necessary political result 
In addition to the fascinating script, Lurie uses 
teresting camera work and memorable images as a 
ackdrop for his story. And the performances afe first- 
rate. Allen, who has done good supporting work in films 
like Nixorrand Pleasantville, distinguishes herself well in 
the leading role. Excellent supporting performances by 
Bridges, Oldman (who also executive-produced the film), 
and Slater add a great deal of depth, not to mention Sam

mance as a twisted yet eminently likable individual 

Of course, for an actor to do really great work, he 
needs a good script and good direction. Both elements are 
present here, not to mention a very well-equipped sup- 
porting cast, including Morgan Freeman, Chris Rock, 
and Greg Kinnear. Directed by Neil LaBute, who won 
critical accolades for his edgy 1997 writing/directing 
debut Jn The Company Of Men, Nurse Betty is itself the 
freshman effort of writers John C. Richards and James 
Flamberg. Their talents with plot and character mesh 
nicely with LaBute’s pacing and Zellweger's down-to- 
earth style to produce a truly enjoyable result. Nurse 
Betty isn’t always funny, nor is it meant to be, but it holds 
some interesting perspectives on human nature and 
interpersonal relationships 

Betty Sizemore (Zellweger) is not really a nurse 
She’s a waitress in a Kansas roadhouse diner called the 
Tip-Top, whose life hasn’t turned out exactly like she 
planned. As one character puts it, “Betty doesn’t want 
more out of life, she just wants something out of it." She 
does enjoy one little part of her existence, though: she is 
addicted toa medical soap operacalled A Reason To Love 
When she’s watching her show, she can forget the dull 
monotony of her depressing life and immerse herself in 
the goings on of the show’s L.A. hospital and especially of 
her favorite character, Dr. David Ravell, whois played by 
actor George McCord (Kinnear). And it is while she is 
watching this story that her abusive, deadbeat, car 
salesman husband Dell (Aaron Eckhart) is murdered in 
the next room by a couple of drug runners who are 
looking for 10 kilos of cocaine that is hidden in one of 
Dell’s cars. Although Charlie (Freeman), the seasoned 
professional, hadn’t meant to kill Dell, his brash young 
protegé Wesley (Rock) forced the issue. 

Unnoticed by the criminals, Betty witnesses the 
murder but her involvement in the TV show causes her 
to snap. She decides to make her way to L.A. to look for 
Dr. Ravell, whom she thinks is her former fiancé, and re- 
establish her relationship with him. While Charlie and 
Wesley are searching the trunk of every car in Dell’s lot, 
Betty hits the road unaware that the drugs are stashed 
in her own vehicle. Soon she is being pursued not only by 
Charlie and Wesley, who think she intentionally took the 
drugs, but by the local sheriff (Pruitt Taylor Vince) and 
newspaper reporter (Crispin Glover), who wonder if she 
may have committed the murder 

What I have mentioned is only the first act. The plot 
is so fascinatingly complex that it’s impossible to relate 
it all, but Betty's experiences when she reaches L.A. are 
merely a sidebar to the complex psychological issues 
revealed by the numerous characters she encounters 
along the way. Although Zellweger's portrayal of an 
individual losing her grip on reality is astoundingly 
convincing, Freeman also becomes wrapped up in fanta- 
sies about his quarry, whom he builds into a kind of 
criminal mastermind, looking forward to their eventual 
meeting with growing anticipation. Moreover, Kinnear’s 
performance is also multi-faceted, his reaction to Betty’s 
adulation evolving as the extent of her delusion slowly 
becomes clear 

Although Nurse Betty is aclever story on the surface, 
and would suffice as a movie based solely on that, its real 
charm lies in the depth of character revealed slowly for 
each of the people in the story, like the layers one 
discovers when peeling an onion, and its cynical take on 
TV soap operas and those who follow them. Relationships 
change as the characters discover more about each 
other, and our perceptions of these characters change, 
too. Even the relationship between the two criminals is 
not fully revealed until the final reel. And although it 
seems to be merely a backdrop element, the soap opera 
becomes the catalyst for every major event in the film 
While Nurse Betty's ending is pat and oversimplified, 
most of what precedes it is thoroughly entertaining.

ALMOST FAMOUS

From writer/director Cameron Crowe of Jerry 
Maguire fame comes Almost Famous, a reverential 
period piece about American rock’n’ roll in the early ’70s. 
Almost Famous is disorganized, it meanders, it is not 
cost-efficient but neither is the world of rock, or at 
least it wasn't back then, when American pop music was 
still lingering in the throes of peace and love, before 
making the transition to disco, sex, and unbridled com- 
mercialism. Crowe’s piece on the loss of innocence is 
messy, just like the loss of innocence. But it has heart. 

There are no major stars in this movie. The main 
part is William Miller (Patrick Fugit), a young kid from 
San Diego, bright for his years, who wants to be a rock 
journalist. After getting a job for Lester Bangs of Creem 
magazine (Philip Seymour Hoffman), he shows such 
talent that he gets hired by Rolling Stone to follow an up- 
and-coming new band called Stillwater on its tour and get 
an interview with lead guitarist Russell Hammond (Billy 
Crudup). William's mother (Frances McDormand), who 
has already lost her daughter (Zooey Deschanel) to the 
rock revolution, has major qualms about this assign 
ment, but she doesn’t want to damage her relationship 
with William, so she lets him go, under the conditions 
that he does not take drugs, have sex, or miss more than 
one test in school, and calls her every day to check in 
Soon William is crisscrossing the nation with the

band, witnessing sex, drugs, and rock 'n’ roll first hand 
and trying desperately to convince Russell to give him 
that interview. Although he is often referred to as "the 
enemy” by the band members, especially lead singer Jeff 
Bebe (Jason Lee), they grow to like him and treat him as 
one of the gang. Another one of that gang is a groupie and 
Russell's part-time girlfriend who calls herself "Penny 
Lane” (Kate Hudson). As the tour continues, William 
begins to develop feelings for Penny, and it causes him 
great stress to see how devoted she is to Russell, espe- 
cially when Russell's wife shows up at one of the concerts 
Though William’s experiences with Stillwater make it 
difficult for him to remain objective in his writing, he is 
counseled by Lester to be "honest and unmerciful." While 
juggling his feelings for Penny and witnessing some ugly 

ontations between Jeff and Russell, he is under 
constant pressure to produce his article, do right by his 
new friends, and phone home. 

Firstly it must be said that 17-year-old Fugit shows 
much promise in his feature film debut. This is an 
awesomely large role; he’s on screen for most of the film's 
122 minutes, and though this part doesn’t call for much 
emotional depth, he is believable and likable throughout, 
portraying the 15-year-old William with enough geekiness 
to make the point but enough charm to win our sympa- 
thy. Fugit is not supposed to look cool in this movie, and 
he doesn’t try to, but he gives William the integrity that 
causes his mother, Lester, Penny, and the band mem- 
bers to love him and want to be his friends 

Another major strength of this movie is Crowe's 
ability to reproduce the atmosphere of 1973 America so 
well, in and out of the rock’n’ roll setting. It was amusing 
to see so many background elements that wouldn’t have 
to have been there, like the period labels and logos for 
things like Genessee beer, Eastern Airlines, and Milton 
Bradley’s Parcheesi game. Not to mention the tabloid 
newspaper format for Rolling Stone, unlike its slick 
magazine look of today. One feels completely wrapped up 

in the period, with these references made not for the 
purpose of drawing attention to themselves, but merely 
as background to our lives, like they were. 

In addition to Fugit’s fine performance with his huge 
part, Hudson also shines as Penny. Her smile and 
manner are so engaging; she doesn't make up unneces- 
sary stereotypical attributes for her character. The same 
may be said for Crudup as Russell, Lee as Jeff, and 
McDormand as William's mother. These characters are 
portrayed as real people, not cardboard cutouts of what 
they're supposed to represent. None of the characters 
are perfectly good or bad; they all have strengths and 
weaknesses as we all do. This ensemble realism must be 
attributed in part to writer/director Crowe as well as the 
skill of his actors. Although Almost Famous has sloppy 
elements, it is a good show, perhaps because of that very 
sloppiness. Crowe doesn't paint an idealistic picture o! 
rock in the early "70s, he paints a real one. **k**'4

Families Facing 
Long-Term Care 
Financial Crises 


Many families in western 
Maryland face a crisis as 
they attempt to provide 
long-term care for their 
husbands and wives, moth 
ers and fathers, sisters and 
brothers. That care may 
exact a tremendous toll 
from family members, their 
jobs, and their families, 
according to a spokesman 
for the Western Maryland 
Chapter of the Alzheimer’s 
Association. 

"The strain is great in 
dollars, with huge out-of 
pocket costs and lost wages, 
but also costly in emotional 
wear and tear on every 
member of the family,” he 
said, noting that more than 
70 percent of people with 
Alzheimer's live at home, 
where family members pro- 
vide 75 percent of their 
care. 

The health care industry 
itself estimates that less 
than one-third of the elder- 
ly and one-half of those 60. 
64 can buy even two years 
of protection. "No matter 
how successful the industry 
is in marketing its product 
as a retirement planning 
tool, every person with a 
disability gets denied be- 
cause of strict medical un 
derwriting. People with Alz- 
heimer’s can’t buy long- 
term care insurance at any 
price," the spokesman said, 
adding that private insurace 
alone cannot solve this "na 
tional crisis." 

The states are trying to 
expand home- and commu- 
nity-based care, but they 
have limited funds, tight cli- 
gibility rules, and long wait- 
ing lists, he pointed out 
“Assistance from public 
health programs is limited.

Nationally, long-term 
care affects more than the

elderly relatives or friends, 
a number that is three 
times what it was a decade 
ago, the spokesman said. 

“Long-term care’ in 
America is a house of 
cards, which the family 
caregivers are literally hold- 
ing up with their own 
hands. If family caregivers 
disappear, the whole system 
collapses, taking Medicare 
and. Medicaid down with it,” 
he noted. 

Congress has been con- 
sidering small steps to help 
caregivers, and President 
Clinton has repeated his 
call for a tax credit for 
family caregivers and fund- 
ing for respite care and 
other caregiver support ser- 
vices. But many in Congress 
are saying there’s no money 
for even this assistance, ata 
time of a trillion dollar fed- 
eral budget surplus,” the 
spokesman said. 

He concluded by point- 
ing out that in this election 
year, voters have a right to 
ask every candidate to ex- 
plain what his or her health 
care plan proposes to do

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DISEASES OF THE BREAST

10St important risk factor for breast cancer in 
women is mecreasing age, Other risk factors include a 
strong family history of breast cancer, early onset of men- 


Struation, late m absence of pregnancies, and 
having a child late rather than early in one’s childbearing 
years. Two genes have been now identified that are as 
sociated with a very high risk for developing breast cancer 
Testing for these genes would be indicated for an individ- 
ual with a strong family history of breast cancer or ovarian 
cancer on either the mother’s or father’s side of the fami 
ly. It should be emphasized that the majority of breast 
cancers occur in women with no increased risk for devel- 
oping the disease. 

There are many different types of breast cancer, and 
treatment needs to be individualized, both for the type of 
cancer and also for the stage (amount or level of spread). 
The potential aggressiveness of a particular cancer can be 
predicted using specific microscopic tests, and this may al- 
so affect recommended treatment. The patient’s age is al- 
so important in determining treatment options. Most 
breast cancers are usually first treated by surgical removal. 
The extent of surgery may range from removal of the 
lump and some normal surrounding tissue only, to remov- 
al of the entire breast. The lymph glands in the axilla may 
also be removed as part of the surgical treatment. 

Radiation to the affected breast or chest wall may also 
be recommended, Chemotherapy, where medications are 
given to kill cancer cells remaining after surgery, might 
also be indicated for treatment in the breast cancer pa- 
tient. Hormonal therapy, a form of chemotherapy usually 
involving a drug called tamoxifen, may also be given to 
maximize the chances for cure. 

It is important to remember that every patient, and 
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nine when 
requiring further 
| go of scr ng mammograms (done for 
women hout a specific breast problem) is to find breagt 
ancers early in their course, so that the chance of cure 
with treatment is optimized. Most abnormalities found on 


screening mammograms are due to benign causes. Screen- 
ing mammograms are usually scheduled beginning at age 
40, and are usually done every year or every two years. 

Common benign breast problems in men include gyne- 
comastia (enlargement or swelling of the breast tissues), 
and breast tenderness, Pubertal boys especially tend to get 
temporary enlargement and discomfort in the breasts, due 
to hormonal fluctuations. As in women, males need to be 
individually assessed for each complaint. Males will also 
get breast cancer, but much more rarely than women. 
Breast cancers in men generally present as lumps beneath 
the nipples. Diagnostic and treatment approaches are sint- 
ilar to those as in women. 

Currently, prevention of breast cancer in high risk wo- 
men involves the use of tamoxifen or prophylactic mas- 
tectomy (usually considered in women with a proven gen- 
etic predisposition to developing breast cancer, and with 
women who have had the types of breast cancer that tend 
to be found or redevelop in multiple areas of the breasts).

DIGIMON: THE MOVIE

I've seen some crappy kids’ cartoon movies in my 
day, but I have to say I have never been so appalled as | 
was trying to make sense out of Digimon: The Movie, the 
latest release in the Japanese-originated-manufactured 
cartoon-heroes-for-the-purpose-of-selling-overpriced 
merchandise-to-innocent-unsuspecting-kids-and-their- 
justifiably-annoyed-parents category. If you thought 
Pokémon was bad, this stuff will knock your socks off. A 
mass of technobabble and loud noises “written” by Jeff 
Nimoy and Bob Buchholz and “directed” by Mamoru 
Hosoda, Minoru Hosoda, and Shigeyasu Yamauchi, the 
film tells the story of characters created in the computer 
(hence "digital monsters"), and is patterned stylistically 
after the craze started by Pikachu and his pals, but the 
story is incomprehensibly stupid and the production 
values vehemently soulless. Not only is the animation 
visibly jerky, ugly, and unprofessional, about 50% of the 
words in the script either begin with the prefix “digi-" or 
end with the suffix "-mon, ems 
intentionally designed to produce a nervous breakdown 
among parents in the shortest possible time 

Perhaps my personal dissatisfaction was caused by 
the fact that from about halfway through the movie I was 
fighting desperately to stay awake, but even the children 
in the audience at my showing were running up and down 
the aisles toward the end, blissfully unaware of the 
seizure-inducing events unfolding on the screen. What 
ever happened to Bugs Bunny tying Elmer Fudd’s shot 
gun barrelintoa bow?

The story, if you can call it that, which features the 


nearly indistinguishable voices of Joshua Seth and Mona 
Marshall, comes in three acts: first have some 
Japanese kids who get a digimon out of their computer 
(this apparently happens from time to time in the “digi 
world), and ultimately witness a huge fight between it 
and another creature for no apparent reason Act two, 
arguably the most interesting and followable portion of 
the film, has one creature living in the Internet, spread 
ing computer viruses all over the place and threatening 
to take complete control, while our pre-pubescent heroes 
and their pixellated pals fight to turn the situation 
around. The segment features a surrealistic but visually 
interesting trip into cyberspace with some eye-pleasing 
images. Act three involves some sort of major battle 
between good and evil digimon, the result of which will 
determine the fate of the world as we know it 
Apparently, the whole gimmick of Digimon is the 
concept that unlike Pokémon, these creatures ‘evolve 
every so often (actually it’s called "digi-volving” ), turning 
into more and more powerful and menacing cyber- 
fighters, going through various levels with names like 
the rookie level, the champion level, and the ultimate 
level. This concept is primarily designed to sell the 
ridiculously expensive dig cards (I’ve heard that 
are priced upwards of $20 h), and not to make 
interesting or watchable stories. After all, if you've got a 
card with a certain digmon on it, you have to get all the 
various permutations of that character as he ‘digivolves, 
so you can impress your friends with the complete set 
This Pokémon/Digimon phenomenon seems to have 
every American kid between the ages of 3 and 10 by the 
throat right now, and it’s making money faster than they 
can print up the coveted cards, computer software, and 
other digi-merchandise. So one would think that the 
Japanese producers could afford production values te 
make a film like this more watchable Ss again. *

blessed by the Lord, because you 
showed this loyalty to Saul your Lord 
and buried him!...And I will do good 
to you because you have done this 
thing” (2:6). They were not his sup- 
porters, but he was not too proud to 
praise them 
Greater And Greater 

As he became more powerful, 
David became an even more 
exemplary king. “And David be 
came greater and greater, for the 
Lord, the God of hosts, was with 
him” (2 Sam.5:10). Many leaders 
have started out with the 
intention of being serving their fol 
lowers, but, as they gained more and 
more power, they became corrupted 
by that power. Historian Arnold 
Toynbee's school master had this 
motto emblazoned in Greek on the 
foot of his bed as a reminder. In En 
glish it read: “Rule (meaning power) 
will reveal the man.” The way a 
dep wields power shows what 

ind of person he is. 

Another passage that tells us 
what kind of person David had be- 
come is 2 Sam, 5:12, “And David 
perceived that the Lord had 
established him king over Israel, and 
that he had exalted his kingdom for 
the sake of his people Israel.” David 
acknowledged that it was God who 
had brought him to this state of 
power and that God had done so, not 
to exalt David, but the people of Is- 
racl. We are stewards of the power 
he gives us and we are expected to 
wield it for his purpose, not our own 
engrandizement

Thirty-six states and the 
District of Columbia have 
charter schools, with an 
enrollment in excess of 
250,000.

THE PENGUIN IN

Q. The light inside my refrigera- 
tor stays on, even when the door is 
closed. 1 unscrewed the bulb 
because it was actually heating up 
the food near it. Why won't the light 
go out? — Jamie §., San Antonio 

A. That's easy. Your refrigerator 
penguin is On vacation 

Just kidding 

Actually, ny penguins do not tod- 
dle out and switch off the light every 
time you close the door. The light 
goes off when the door closes over a 
small, spring-loaded switch, pushing 
it in and opening the circuit. This 
switch is sometimes located at the top 
of the refrigerator compartment, near 
the light itself; it can also be found on 
the side of the compartment where 
the door closes against it 

Locate the switch and push it in a 
couple of times. Does the switch pop 
out when you let go of it, as it’s sup- 
posed to? Or does it stick? Can you 
see any damage? 

If the switch sticks, clean it with 
mild soap and a damp cloth, then dry it 

Unplug the refrigerator for a 
moment, screw the light bulb back in 

protect your hand with a dry cloth 

and flick the switch a few more 
times. If the light stays on, you may 
have a wiring problem, which can 
only be solved by a repairman 
Unplug the fridge again to remove 
the light bulb from its socket, then 
plug it back in to keep the food cool 
until the repairman arrives 

Q. The light in my oven burned 
out, and I’m not sure what type of 
bulb to buy or even how to replace 
it. Can I use just any light bulb in 
there? — Gretchen L., Oviedo, Fla. 

A. Don't use any old light bulb in 
the oven! Regular light bulbs aren't 
meant to handle the extreme temper 
atures generated by your stove 
Instead, go to the nearest hardware or 








home improvement store, and ask for 
40-watt applian bulb specially

Advertising signs of all ages are 
selling for high prices. The early 
handmade signs are popular with 
folk-art collectors 

Late-19th- and 20th-century tin 
lithographed signs can sell for thou 
sands of dollars if the graphics are 
appealing and the brand is known 
Kings of the collectibles are cola and 
soda-pop advertising pieces, espe- 
cially signs 

Patent medicines became popular 
in the 1860s. The public wanted to 
find a drink that would make them 
feel healthy. Druggists often made 
their own drinks, which usually had 
alcohol mixed with herbs, drugs like 
cocaine and some tlavoring. A 
Georgia druggist mixed a kola nut 
extract, fruit syrup, coca-leaf extract 
and water and sold it in an Atianta 
drugstore as Coca-Cola. In 1887 the 
formula was mixed with carbonated 
water. Dozens of other soft drinks or 
medicines were sold at drugstores 
Food and drug laws have changed the 
contents of soft drinks sold today, but 
they still contain carbonated water, 
flavoring and, possibly, caffeine and 
herbs. The ads in the past stressed the 
medicinal value — “aids digestion,” 
“renews vigor,” “freedom from 
fatigue” — and even suggested that 
the drinks cured headaches and dis- 
eases of the vocal cords. 

Look for old ads of any sort: paper 
signs, trays, glasses, figures, lights or 
clocks. Save new items, like drink 
cups from ball games, Olympic pins, 
printed shirts or ties, bottles and cans. 
They will all have value in the future.

1940s toy like “Smoking Grandpa,” 
you might want to replenish the 
smoke-maker when it wears out.

Oilseed Program 
Signup Begins 


The Garrett/Allegany 
FSA office announced the 
signup for the 2000 Oilseed 
Program, offered by the 
USDA Farm Service Agency, 
began Oct. 16 and runs until 
Jan. 12, 2001. The program 
will assist eligible oilseed pro- 
ducers who planted an oil- 
seed crop in 2000. To be eli- 
gible, producers must have 
planted or shared in the pro- 
duction of an eligible oilseed 
in 2000 and must report oil- 
seed acres to FSA. Eligible 
oilseeds are soybeans, 
canola, crambe, flaxseed, 
mustard seed, rapeseed, saf- 
flower seed, sesame and sun- 
flower (oil and confection- 
ary). 

Payments will generally be 
based on the highest number 
of acres planted in 1997, 
1998, or 1999 and the 
producer's highest proven 
yield (or the five-year county 
average) for each individual 
oilseed. Only producers who 
planted an oilseed for the 
first time in 2000 can use the 
2000 acreage and yield for 
payment purposes. A pro- 
ducer who pianted an eligible 
oilseed in 2000 is eligible for 
payment only for that spe- 
cific oilseed. 

An application must be 
submitted to the FSA county 
office that serves as ihe 
producer's control county 
and only one application 
should be filed for all of the 
producer's farms. Whenever 
possible, FSA will prefill the 
application form with the 
producer's reported oilseed 
acres and the county averag 
yields so that if the producer 
does not wish to prove actual 
yields, then the producer oniy 
has toverify the application's 
accuracy of reported oilseed 
acreage and sign it.

Local FSA executive di 
rector Michael Kozier re- 
minds farmers that the elec- 
tion of responsible agricul- 
tural producers is important 
to all farmers and ranchers. 

"It is crucial that every eli- 
gible producer take part in 
this election because the 
county FSA committee is a 
direct link between the farm 
community and the U.S 
Department of Agriculture 
Elections for committee 
membership are a critical 
component of the day-to-day 
operations of FSA,” Kozier 
said. 

He explained that the 
county FSA committees help 
run FSA farm programs at 
the local level. Farmers who 
serve on committees help 
decide the kind of programs 
their counties will have and 
how they will be run. They 
make FSA agriculture pro- 
grams fit the needs faced by 
local producers, he said. 

Committees make deci- 
sions on: 

*commodity price sup- 
port loans and payments; 

*establishment of allot 
ments, yields, and marketing 
quotas;

*conservation programs;

‘other farm disaster as- 
sistance. 

FSA committees operate 
within official regulations 
designed to carryout federal 
laws and committee mem- 
bers apply their judgement 
and knowledge to make lo- 
cal decisions.

tion is milk cow numbers. Milk cow numbers not only are 
higher than a year ago, they continue to increase from the 
previous month. For the U.S. milk cow numbers were 
92,000 head higher than a year ago and 80,000 head 
higher than January of this year. Not until milk cow 
numbers stop increasing will milk production slow enough 
to generate significant milk price improvements. I have 
been surprised at the length of this continued increase in 
cow numbers with low milk prices. As we move into the 
winter months, I expect cow numbers to cease building. 
But it will be several months before cow numbers drop 
below year ago levels. 
West Nile Virus - Encephalitis 
Questions and Answers 

Q: What is West Nile Encephalitis? 

A: ‘Encephalitis’ means inflammation of the brain, 
which can occur for a number of reasons, most commonly 
a bacterial or viral infectious disease. West Nile Encepha- 
litis is an infection caused by the West Nile virus, which is 
closely related to the St. Louis Encephalitis found sporadi- 
cally in the United States. 

Q: Does West Nile Encephalitis commonly occurs in 
the United States? 

A: West Nile Encephalitis typically occurs in Africa, 
West Asia and the Middle East, and has been found less 
frequently in Eastern Europe. 1999 was the first time it 
has been found in the US. 

Q: How do humans get West Nile Virus? 

A: Through the bite of an infected mosquito. Although 
not yet documented in the United States, ticks have also 
been shown to transmit the disease in Asia and Africa. 

Q: If we normally don’t have the virus, how do mosqui- 
toes get it? 

A: The virus is kept alive in wild animals, mainly birds. 
There is a cycle of bird to mosquito transmission that 
occurs naturally, People and other animals are infected 
when they are bitten by mosquitoes that have fed earlier 
on infected birds. 

Q: How long after being bitten will a person get sick? 

A: 5-15 days 

Q: What other animals can get the disease? 

A: The virus has been found in sheep, cattle, horses, 
lemurs, camels, dogs, at least one cat, and some monkeys 
and rodents. Only horses, sheep, some monkeys, and 
(recently in New York) some birds, actually get sick from 
natural infection. Pets have not been shown to get sick 
from this disease, and no sick pets have been reported in 
the outbreak in New York, New Jersey, or Connecticut. 

Q: Can people get West Nile Virus from other people 
or animais? 

A: West Nile Virus is not transmitted from person to 
person. There is no evidence that people can get it from 
handling live or infected birds, but people should avoid 
barehanded contact with dead birds and animals. Use 
gloves and place carcasses in doubie plastic bags before 
discarding them in a garbage can. 

Q: What are the signs and symptoms of West Nile 
Encephalitis? 

A: Asymptomatic infections are the most common, 
although mild infections can occur. Symptoms include 
fever, headache and body aches, often including skin 
rashes and swollen lymph nodes. Severe headache, high 
fever, disorientation, tremors, convulsions, and paralysis 
mark severe infections and encephalitis. Severe infections 
may progress to coma and death. 

Q: How many people who get sick die from West Nile 
Virus? 

A: The death rate in infected people is between 3-15%. 
In most cases, higher mortality occurs in the young and

Wear long-sleeved shirts and long pants whenever 
you are outdoors. Apply insect repellent sparingly to 

d skin. An effective repellent will contain 20% to 
30% DEET (N,N-diethyl-meta-toluamide). DEET in high 
concentrations (greater than 30%) may cause side effects, 
particularly in children; avoid prc »ducts conte aining more 
than 30% DEET. 

Repellents may irritate the eyes and mouth, so avoid 
applying repellent to the hands of children. Insect repel- 
lents should not be applied to very young children (< 3 
years old). Spray clothing with repellents containing 
pe-methrin or DEET, as mosquitoes may bite through 
thin clothing. Whenever you use an insecticide or insect 
repellent, be sure to read and follow the manufacturer's

A Friendsville man is be- 
ing held in the Garrett 
County Detention Center 
on a $125,000 bond stem- 
ming from rape charges 
filed by the Garrett County 
State’s  Atiorney’s Office 
this week. 

John Joseph Hovatter, 
41, was served with a 
warrant Monday chliarging 
him with first- and second- 
degree rape and false im- 
prisonment. The papers 
were served at the jail, 
where Hovatter was already 
incarcerated in the wake of 
his Oct. 4 arrest by Mary- 
land State Police troopers 
in connection with the same 
incident. 

According to the char- 
ging statement of TFC P.L. 
Bittinger, Hovatter allegedly 
assaulted a woman at a 
Friendeville residence short- 
ly after midnight Oct. 4.

Garrett County Memorial Has 
New Dual-Slice CT Scanner 


Garrett County Memori- 
al Hospital recently en 
hanced its radiology services 
with the purchase of a new 
state-of-the-art, dual-slice 
spiral CT scanner, making 
Garrett Memorial only the 
second hospital in the area 
to have "multislice" technol 
oxy. 

Dr. James Benjamin, ra 
diologisi, compares the up 
grade from the old scanner 
to the MxTwin to going 
from an 8-track tape to a 
CD."The three-dimensional 
imaging enables us to an- 
swer physicians’ questions 
that we weren't able to an- 
swer before," Benjamin said. 

A scan that used to take 
40 minutes can now be 
done in less than 10. Con- 
ventional CT requires that 
patients hold their breath 
and remain completely im- 
mobile during the scan. The 
Mx Twin can scan in a single 
breath. This speed is espe- 
cially critical for trauma 
patients, Benjamin ex 
plained, where the speed 
with which the patient can 
be diagnosed and treated 
can often be the difference 
between life and death 

"Patients can now get the 
best quality CT scan right 
here at Garrett County Me 

Hospital,” stated 
Reed, director of

diology. The diagnosis of 
kidney stones can now be 
done quicker and safer. Pul- 
monary emboli, which af- 
fects 5 out of 10,000 people 
each year in the United 
States, can be diagnosed at 
Garrett Memorial rather 
than sending patients to 
Cumberland. The MxTwin 
provides the hospital with 
greater resolution power 
and provides the ability to 
detect smaller tumors earli- 
er. 

The Mx Twin CT imaging 
system is a muitislice com- 
puter tomographic scanner 
that can acquire two slices 
of data simultaneously. In 
this procedure, an X-ray 
beam is rotated around an 
area of the body to be vi- 
sualized. Using complicated 
mathematical processes 
called algorithms, the com- 
puter is able to generate 
three-dimensional images of 
a section through the body 
Manufactured by Picker, 
the Mx Twin is the world’s 
first multislice CT scanner

The legislation would al- 
so. create a_ bi-county 
"Mountain Maryland Tour 
ism Promotion Council," 
funneling state and federal 
monies to the western 
Maryland region for tour- 
ism, rather than dividing 
the funds among the sepa- 
rate counties. This council 
would fall under the pro- 
posed Canal Piace "Gate- 
ways" Preservation and De- 
velopment Authority, a 
modified version of the 
present Canal Place Preser- 
vation and Development 
Authority. 

A number of elected of- 
ficials were present for the 
meeting, including Delegate 
George Edwards, Senator 
John Hafer, Commissioner 
Wendell Beitzel, Commis- 
sioner Fred Holliday, and 
two commissioners from Al- 
legany County. Also present 
were Rodney Little, direc- 
tor of Maryland's historical 
and cultural programs; Dick 
Pfefferkorn, executive direc- 
tor of Cumberland’s Canal 
Place; and J. Glenn Beall, 
chairman of Canal Place. 

Although he reported 
last Wednesday to The Re- 
publican news staff that no 
proposed legislation had 
been written, Taylor did 
distribute a 20-page docu- 
ment Monday, prepared by 
Little. It was a rough draft, 
officials said, showing a 
mixture of Allegany Coun- 
ty’s Canal Place legis!ation, 
which has already been 
enacted and is functioning, 
and added language propos- 
ing the inclusion of Garrett 
County ia certain aspects of 
the plan. 

The Canal Place Preser- 
vation and Development 
Authority, a certilied Mary- 
land Heritage Area, is the 
only such area in the state, 
making it eligible for state 
and federal grants and/or 
tax credits in the areas of 
tourism and cultural preser- 
vation. The process to be- 
come certified can take as 
long as three years, but if 
Garrett County goes along 
with Taylor's proposition of 
joining the counties in 
tourism, then it too would 
become part of the Mary- 
land Heritage Area almost 
automatically. 

The advantages of join- 
ing the neighboring county's 
organization include en- 
hanced cultural and recre- 
ational developmeat, plus 
historical preservation, 
which are all keys to the 
marketing of tourism, Little 
said, adding that “tourism is 
an important form of eco- 
nomic development.” Taylor 
said 11 other areas in the 
state are secking to carn 
the Heritage Area certifica- 
tion. 

The proposed addition of 
Garrett County in this plan 
would change the present 
make-up of the Authority. 
The membership currently 
consists of six members 
appointed by the governor, 
one representative each of 
the Maryland Historical 
Trust and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior, and 
one representative of the 
mayor and town council of 
Cumberland The new 
make-up of the Authority 
would include four persons 
who reside in Allegany 
County, four who reside in

This coun- 
cil would be made up of 
five individuals from Alle 
gany County and five from 
Garrett County, also apt 
pointed by the governor 
upon the recommendation 
of the Authority. The gov 
ernor, according to the 
rough draft, would also 
appoint the chairperson .of 
this council. 

The funding of this entity

"No state funds may bg 
expended in any state fiscal 
year for tourism marketin, 
and public relations in 4

This has been interpreted 
by local officials as equaling 
$400,000 from Garrett 
County, the amount budget- 
ed for the chamber of com- 
merce, and $225,000 from 
Allegany County, the 
amount that county spent 
on tourism for this fiscal 
year. Local officials are 
critical of this funding for- 
mula, although Taylor has 
maintained that the wording 
can be changed to satisfy 
both counties.

We have the prime tourism "pro- 
ducts” in Garrett County and we know how to mar- 
ket them successfully. [f this new agency is to be, 
then it absolutely must be totally equitable between 
the two counties.

around. Stdonts have to do 
their reading in class in- 
stead of for homework. This 
cuts the learning time in 
school and the amount of 
material covered in a school 
year in half.

HARRY POTTER AND HALLOWEEN 

How many children wil! do their trick-or-treating this 
year as a boy in his early adolescence with round tortoise 
shell glasses, a lightning-like scar on the forehead, and a 
magic wand? Harry Potter is the rage 
» Peshaps yon have no acquaintances among the 10- to 
14-year-old crowd, and neither recognize the name nor 
the ae pin of Harry Potter. Until six months ago I 
was one of you. Only when the parent of such a son called 
me a "muggle" did I have the faintest idea of who Harry 
Potter is. 

Once Harry Potter came onto my radar screen, I dis- 
covered him everywhere, and so will you. The Harry Pot- 
ter books, written by J.K. Rowling, are stacked so high 
and thick in bookstores that passage along the aisles is dif- 
ficult. Serious journals debate whether Harry Potter is a 
good thing or a bad thing. 

Harry is a fictional wizard living in Great Britain who, 
as a baby, was attacked by the prince of bad wizards. 
Saved by his mother's sacrifice, Harry received his unique 
scar from the dark lord's attack. He is famous among wiz- 
ards and witches, as he learns when ii is time for him to 
leave the uncomfortable security of his muggle relatives’ 
home in order to attend a wizard’s boarding school, called 
Hogwarts. 

“Muggles,” by the way, are what I am and — I hope — 
what you are too, namely, non-members of the wizarding 
and witching population. Therein is the rub. Some read- 
ers, intelligent and thoughtful people, read the Harry Pot- 
ter books as promoting witchcraft or, at very least, unwit- 
tingly making young people vulnerable to the occult 

I do not believe that the Harry Potter books promote 
witchcraft. At the same time, | think the possibility of 
their making young people vulnerable to the occult needs 
to be taken seriously. It is easy to ask how one distinguish- 
es the wizardry of the Harry Potter books from, say, the 
wizardry of Merlin in books about King Arthur. The dif- 
ference is not so much in the portrayal of wizardry, rather 
the change is in the culture into which the portrayal is re- 
leased. 

We live ai a time when witches, wizards, warlocks, and 
their like are active. | do not mean people whom I or 
someone else might identify in this way. I mean people 
who identify themselves in this way. People who intention- 
ally practice the occult are increasing, and, paradoxically, 
they are becoming more open about their practices. They 
present a very real danger to our children and young peo- 
ple 

Given that danger, why not simply take a hard-line po- 
sition against the Harry Potter books, rather than taking 
the risk of tolerating them? The problem is that they are 
wonderful books. They are funny parables about surviving 
adolescence and even perhaps managing to mature into a 
caring, thinking, well-balanced adult 

The characters are superbly drawn, and the author's 
sense of plot is flawless. The actual writing occasionally 
sinks to the trivial, and thus the fourth volume needs 200 
Pages cut out of it. All in all, however, the Harry Potter 
series inculcates values important for all of us and es- 
sential if children are to emerge at the other end of 
schooling as human beings 

The headmaster (or principal, as we Americans would 
say) of Hogwarts is Albus Dumbledore, who possesses 
such beneficence, wisdom, and foresight as to be unbeliev 
able, except that he reminds me of the man who was pres- 
ident of my college when | was at Oxford 





J.K. Rowling writes to a formula so that at the end of 
each volume we can expect Dumbledore to give Harry a 
few words of wisdom, summing up the lesson of the book 
He says, at the end of The Chamber of Secrets, "It is our 
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abilities.” Isn't that what we, parents, are always trying to 
say to our children? If they can get that lesson from a 
book which is all the fashion to read, then I suggest it may 
be the healthiest fashion of our time 
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THE PROPOSED BI-COUNTY CULTURAL 
HERITAGE TOURISM LEGISLATION 
WHAT'S IT ALL ABOUT? 

Since I was in attendance at the Governor's Tourism 
Conference last Monday, I was unable to be at the meet 
ing called to review Speaker Taylor's proposed bi-county 
tourism legislation. I have since had a chance to read this 
in detail and to be briefed on the many comments made 
at Monday’s meeting 

In essence, the legislation alters the Cumberland Canal 
Place Authority to extend this state agency's jurisdiction 
over all of Garrett and Allegany counties. It also expands 
its mission into becoming the designated tourism market- 
ing agency for both counties, thereby assuming roles pre- 
viously fulfilled by the Garrett County Chamber of Com- 
merce and several entities in Allegany County, including 
the Western Maryland Scenic Railroad, Canal Place, Alle 
gany Convention and Visitors Bureau, Thrasher Museum, 
and other independent marketing efforts. 

The advantages of the legislation have been well stated 
by its advocates — economies of scale in marketing, work- 
ing cooperatively rather than competing, and additional 
funding for potential cultural heritage development pro- 
jects, It is true that the chamber has been marketing tour- 
ism on a limited budget compared to our competitors. 

However, the devil is always in the details and there are 
many aspects of, and consequences to, this proposal that 
should be carefully considered by all before it proceeds 
Speaker Taylor has emphasized that nothing in the draft 
is "set in stone.” With this in mind, chamber members are 
encouraged to become involved in this issue and voice 
their opinions. 

A copy of the current proposal is available by contact- 
ing the chamber office. Outlined below is a brief summary 
of how tourism marketing would change if this legislation 
were to be enacted as is currently drafted: 

New Organizational Structure 

Cumberland’s Canal! Place Authority would have its jur- 
isdiction expanded to cover all of Garrett and Allegany 
counties. Local representation on the Authority board 
would include four governor-appointed citizens from each 
county, one deiegate from each county, one commissioner 
from each county, and the mayor of Cumberland. 

Anew Mountain Maryland Tourism Promotion Council 
would be formed under the Canal Place Authority. It 
would have 10 members (five from Garrett and five from 
Allegany). The governor would both make the appoint- 
ments and designate the chairman. 

How will this new organization be funded? 

The legislation calls for the Garrett County commis- 
sioners to contribute at least $400,000 annually. This 
amount is currently used by the chamber on marketing to 
attract the many hundreds of thousands of visitors who 
drive Garrett County's economy. Allegany County would 
also contribute, based on how much it spent on tourism 
marketing during fiscal year 2001. 

The chamber’s anitual $46,000 marketing-graut from 
the Maryland Office of Tourism Development would also 
be redirected to this new bi-county entity. Allegany 
County would put its $20,000 grant into the pot. 

In addition, new cultural heritage grants would be ob- 
tained from the state. 

How Would the Mountain Maryland Tourism Council 
Impact Current Chamber Tourism 
Promotion Activities? 

The new bi-county entity would direct regional tourism 
marketing and public relations. The chamber would no 
longer produce a vacation guide. This would become a 
two-county Mountain Maryland Guide to be prepared by 
the new council. The chamber would also give up respon- 
sibility for tourism, promoting advertising, attendance at 
travel shows, hosting of travel writers, conducting familiar- 
ization tours to travel industry professionals, promoting of 
TV and media coverage, administration of festivals, and 
possibly the visitors center operation. 

The Garrett County Vacation Guide, state marketing 
grant, accommodations tax funding, and other tourism re- 
lated income make up 90% of the chamber’s budget. If 
these funds are diverted to the Canal Place Authority, the 
role of the chamber, or its very existence, will need to be 
rethought 

It should be realized that tourism promotion efforts in 
Garrett County have been highly successful in the past 
two years. We've seen 12.4% and 15.5% increases in ac- 
commodations taxes collected, and requests for informa- 
tion and visitors guides have never been higher. In addi- 
tion, many chamber members are reporting record reve- 
nues. Internet requests for information have more than 
doubled, and call volume to our fulfillment center has dra- 
matically increased. 

During the past year, chamber staff successfully pro- 
moted Garrett County at 18 travel shows in four states 
and Washington, D.C. The chamber also placed over 50 
Strategic advertisements in target markets and hosted live 
radio and TV remote broadcasts from Deep Creek Lake 
It should be noted that if the visitors center falls under 
the Canal Place Authority, there will need to be a formula 
worked out for fairly referring visitors to restaurants, ac- 
commodations, and services in both counties. 

How do chamber members fee! about this issue? We 
are told that the legislation is being "fast tracked” with an 
intended introduction date in January, with an official en- 
actment date of July 1, 2001. Please take the time to do 
the research, ask many questions, and pass on your views 
to your elected local officials and chamber board mem-

treat,” Paul recounted. 

At every turn, Mike, the 
successful executive, would 
insult and degrade his wife, 
Paul said. Deborah had lit- 
tle sense of self and no con- 
fidence.

Flu Vaccine May 
Be Delayed, But 
Will Be Available

Maryland health officials 
recently announced that flu 
vaccine supplies will not be 
widely available until the 
holidays, but they assured 
residents there should be 
enough doses for everyone 
who needs it. 

Greg Reed of the state’s 
Center for Immunization 
asked for "everyone to ex- 
ercise patience," saying ear- 
ly doses of the vaccine may 
need to be parceled out to 
those who need it most. 

The news follows a re- 
cent meeting in which offi- 











cials with the federal Cen- 
ters for Disease Control 
and Prevention confirmed 
that a vaccine manufacturer 
will produce 9 million more 
doses than originally 
planned to make up for a 
possible shortfall. With that 
extra production, there 
should be about 75 million 
doses of vaccine available 
this winter about the 
same amount that was used 
last flu season. 

State and federal officials 
plan to start the season by 
targeting those individuals 
at high-risk for complica- 
tions from the flu. As more 
vaccine becomes available 
later in the year, efforts 
would focus on vaccinating 
individuals at lower risk of 


developing flu complica 
tions 
Even with the recom 


mendations, local health of 
ficials say that there will 
have to be some exc epuions 
"We see all ages and all in 
come levels," said Mary An- 
derson of the Montgomery 
County Department 
Health and Human Servic 
es. "We don’t turn people 
away. 

Anderson said Monigom 
ery County immunization 
clinics should begin mid- 
November, one month be- 
hind schedule, and she ex- 
pects most Maryland coun- 
ties to be in the same situa 


of 


tion. 
Reed said local health 
departments have been 


working to help private phy 
sicians in the state identify 
high-risk patients and avail 
able doses of the vaccine 
"They (local departments) 
are being the eyes and ears 
of the community,” said 
Reed, 

The CDC said the peak 
flu season occurred between 
January and March over the 
past 14 years. Last year in 
Maryland, 56 percent of the 
flu cases were reported in 
January. One health official 
said the delay in vaccine 
this year could be interpret- 
ed as a blessing. 

The flu vaccine has its 
stroi.gest effect for only 
four to five months, said 
Mary Novotny of St. Mary's 
County Health Department 
"If you get it too early, 
you're not fully protected 
when the flu season hits in 
January and February," she 
said. 

St. Mary’s County Health 
Department recently an- 
nounced a “very low’ supply 
of the vaccine in the county 
and that regular flu clinics 
would not be available until 
December. ‘The county's 
clinics usually start in 
vember 

The largest distribution 
of doses — about 30 million 

will be available by the 
end of November, Once ad- 
ministered, it generally 
takes two weeks for the vac 
cine to take effect. Predict- 
ing vaccine need is a “dicey” 
business: Last year 80 to 85 
million doses of flu vaccine 
were produced, but only 74 
million doses were used, 
and only 63 million doses

BEDAZZLED

I would rate Bedazzled as sort of the cinematic 
equivalent to cheese curls: lightweight, fluffy, insubstan 
tial, but a guilty pleasure nonetheless. That could be said 
for most of Brendan Fraser's films of late; Fraser has not 
exactly tried to challenge Olivier, but he’s remarkably 
talented in his light, fluffy way, and his recent output has 
been fun ifnot life-changing. Opposite Fraser is Elizabeth 
Hurley, the dancer-turned-Estee Lauder spokesperson 
turned-actress most recently known for appearing in the 
Austin Powers films. Hurley looks fabulous throughout 
the film, of course, in a fetching wardrobe of red and black 
(except for one notable exception); if there were ever a 
reason for being drawn to wicked ways, she’s it. The film, 
a remake of the 1967 version starring Peter Cook and 
Dudley Moore, is written and directed by Harold Ramis 
(Groundhog Day, Analyze This), with writir 
from Larry Gelbart and Peter Tolan, based 
Cook/Moore screenplay. 

Fraser's role of Elliot Edwards is just the kind of 
geeky-but-nice guy he’s played in films like Blast From 
The Past, The Mummy, and Dudley Do Right; he’s 
identified early on asa lonely, desperate, eager-to-please 
doormat. Openly ridiculed by his co-workers at Synedyne, 
a computer support facility where scores of cubicles 
house headset-clad phone operators ready to assist cus 
tomers with their computer problems, Elliot tries to fit in 
and dreams of scoring a date with the beautiful Allison 
Carpenter (Frances O'Connor), who, although she works 
at the same office, doesn’t know he exists. After one 
particularly pathetic scene in the local bar, Elliot is 
visited by none other than Satan herself (Hurley), who 
promises to turn his sad life around.

THE LADIES’ MAN

I have oft discussed the abundance of sub-par mate 
rial that has sprung from the loins of the Saturday Night 
Live star-making machine; there is no doubt that 25-year 
SNL producer Lorne Michaels has an eye for talent, but 
he has also repeatedly demonstrated his lack of discre 
tion in selecting quality scripts. The few good movies to 
come out of the show (The Blues Brothers) is outweighed 
by the dreck (Coneheads, It’s Pat, A Night At The 
Roxbury), and this pattern is based not so much on bad 
performances as on the poor quality of the screenplays 

However, in the case of The Ladies’ Man, the star 
vehicle for long time SNL member Tim Meadows, the 
fault lies in the scriptand the actor. I have never thought 
Meadows a very versatile performer — his lack of range 
sticks out like a sore thumb among the many talented 
SNL co-stars he has performed with all these years — but 
his attempt to promote radio talk show host and sex 
or Leon Phelps to the big screen is hampered as 
much by the film's third-rate script as Meadows’s own 
weakness as an actor. Written by Meadows, Dennis 
MeNicholas, and Andrew Steele, and directed by Reginald 
Hudlin (House Party), The Ladies’ Man demonstrates 
just how low Michaels’s SNL production company can go 

As anyone who has watched SNL in recent years is 
doubtless aware, Leon Phelps is a crass, sexist, afro- 
wearing '70s throwback who advises callers seeking 
sex-related advice on his talk show, "The Ladies’ Man 
Surrounded by incense, candles, a set full of "70s afro 
kitsch, and his ever-present bottle of Corvoisier cognac, 
Leon boasts to have "done" a lot of ladies (admitting, 
however, that most of them have been "skanks"), and 
answers people’s queries about sexual/romantic con 
cerns with advice that inevitably bears outdated 
sensibilities and a sexist slant. "If you are under 50, and 
are not freaky or disgusting, please give me a call," he 
says. But his propensity for offending his audience costs 
him his job, and while he and his producer, the lovely and 
intelligent Julie (Karyn Parsons) search for work at 
other stations, a group of incensed husbands led by 
former Olympic Greco-Roman wrestling contender Lance 
DeLune (Will Ferrell) seek to destroy him for seducing 
their wives and theféby ruining their marriages 

Meanwhile, Leon receives an anonymous letter from 
a wealthy woman he used to call “Sweet Thing," saying 
that she still loves him and wants to get back together 
In reality, the mystery woman is Lance's neglected wife 
Honey (Tiffani-Amber Thiessen), who is frustrated by 
Lance's obsession with wrestling and his desire to spend 
all his time with his sparring partner. Feeling that his 
future is made, Leon sets out to find the woman unaware 
that Julie herself has developed feelings for him 

The first among many questions any rational person 
would have upon seeing this film is why Leon and his 
show are so popular, given his offensive manner with his 
cailers. He outrages everyone he speaks to, on and offthe 
air, except Julie and his loser friends at the local bar 
(whose owner is played by Billy Dee Williams, taking a 
major career hit). Julie’s affection for him is the second 
such unanswered question. Moreover, the sex-related 
humor, most of it merely ineffective, is not nearly as bad 
as one particularly disgusting scene which devolves from

lation of a lime doser that 
buffers the water's acidity

The report warned that 
more Maryland streams 
“will likely degrade in the 
years to come” if develop- 
ment "continues to consume 
our forests and farmlands 
as it has in the past,” adding 
that a widespread stressor 
on the health of streams is 
physical habitat degrada- 
tion.” Most such degrada- 
tion “occurs where the up- 
stream land use is changed 
from its natural (forested) 
state to urban or agricultur- 
al uses, or where the stream 
channel has been changed 
locally, such as the straight- 
ening of a stream to create 
an agricultural ditch, the 
construction of a culvert un- 
der a bridge, or armoring 
the stream channel with rip- 
rap or concrete to increase 
storm flow runoff. 

The survey revealed that 
when the amount of hard, 
non-porous surface, such as 
buildings and the paved- 
over roadways and in park- 
ing lots, in a particular wa- 
tershed exceeds 15 percent 
of the total area, the health 
of streams declines greatly. 
Brook trout, a species that 
requires cold, clean water 
to survive, were never 
found in watersheds where 
impervious surfaces totaled 
more than two percent of 
the land area 

The survey also revealed 
that almost 1,500 miles of 
Maryland’s freshwater 
streams have been channel- 
ized, which results in more 
nutrients and sediments be- 
ing transported to the Ches- 
apeake Bay. 

As a result of the survey 
effort, Maryland has be- 
come one of the few states 
in the nation to develop a 
comprehensive scientifica, 
accepted method of deter- 
mining the health of its 
freshwater resources. 

“Aquatic life provides the 
best measure of a water 
body's overall health, but 
too often the needed data is 
unavailable, Maryland's new 
study is among the best in 
the country, making the 
state a leader in developing 
comprehensive and accurate 
biological indicators that 
will help us in the fight to 
maintain and restore the 
quality of our waters," said

The sordid episode of King 
David is instructive forus. The uncompromis- 
ing honesty with which it presents its 
Characters is one of the Bible's great strengths. 
(Ganse Little says “No recorded history, either 
sacred or secular, is so blunt in its handling 
of the weaknesses ofits heroes.” 

Itis not justa story about what David did, 
but about what so many of us do. Italso helps 
us realize that David's werrible sin did not 
keep God from using him. God is able to use 
sinners to do what he wants accomplished 
Incredible as it may seem, although David 
committed adultery and murder, he was still 
the Lord's anointed 

His sin caused great tragedy, not only to 
the people closely involved, but to the nation 
as well. But God did not take away the throne 
from him. Why? Perhaps because it suited 
God's purposes tokexp him there. Under Jew 
ish law, David should have lost his life 
According to our sensibilities today David 
should have been replaced, thrown out of 
office—there wasno impeachmentin those 
days! 

Rationaiizing Sin 

Some of his subjects probebly defended 
him with the same kind of logic that is so 
prevalent today: his sin was the product of a 
combination of circumstances.

Isn'tit 
remarkable how quickly we identify and 
condemn sin when we think we are not 
Personally involved! Our sense of jusuce 
and indignation are easily ignited when 
someone else is being judged.

A husband and father of 
two is alive today thanks to 
a pair of quick-thinking 
passersby who rescued him 
from his truck as it burst in- 
to flames minutes after a 
head-on collision on Rock 
Lodge Road the night of 
September 30. 

After nearly three weeks 
in the hospital, Donaid 
Beitzel returned home to 
Bittinger last Wedaesday, 
where he will recuperate 
well into the winter. Bedrid- 
den for the foreseeable fu- 
ture after three major sur- 
gerics to repair numerous 
broken bones, Beitzel still 
says he’s a blessed man af 
ter Alex Hicks and Bill 
Graham “without a doubt 
saved my life.

He called 
Garrett Central again to re- 
port two entrapments 
Hicks got a hammer from

The pair decided to turn 
their efforts back to the 
truck and the trapped Don- 
ald Beitzel. Graham got up 
in the truck’s bed, kicked 
out the rear windshield, and 
looked in to see that Beit- 
zel's feet were not as totally 
tapped as it had first ap- 
peared, Hicks commented 
on a burning smell, and the 
pair looked under the truck 
and saw a glow along the 
firewall and began hearing 
a hissing noise. 

"At that point we knew 
we had to get him out right 
away,” recalled Graham, so 
he and Hicks grabbed the 
muscular Beitzel araung his 
shoulders and upper torso 
and began to pull him out 
through the driver's win- 
dow. "Flames were coming 
out from under the vehicle 
and starting up its sides,”

With Beitzel safely re- 
moved from the vicinity of 
the burning truck, Graham 
called Garrett Central a 
third time to tell them the 
other driver was _ still 
trapped in a car just a few 
feet from the flames. "If the 
truck’s gas tank blew, the 
car would go too." 

"The dispatcher told us 
that fire units had been dis 
patched less than five min 
utes before,” Graham said 
“That tells us how fast all 
this happened — from our 
first phone call, it took 
three or four minutes to get 
Donald out of his truck, 
and maybe another minute 
to get the blanket and drag 
him away. The entire series 
of events couldn't have ta- 
ken more than a total of 
live nunutes, 

Fire trucks began to ar- 
rive as Hicks and Graham 
were preparing to hook a 
chain to the wrecked Cou- 
gar to pull it safely away 
from the fire. Among the 
firefighters who attacked 
the truck fire and used the 
“jaws of life" to get the 
other driver out of his car 
were Bittinger Volunteer 
Fire Department chief Pete 
Buckel. "People talk about 
angels, and there were defi- 
nitely angels there for Mr. 
Beitzel that night," Buckel 
remarked afterward. 

"We knew we were head- 
ing into a situation involv- 
ing entrapments, and I was 
praying all the way. When 
we got there the flames 
were shooting 15 feet into 
the air, and the heat was 
starting to melt the plastic 
on the other car.

Q. I’m looking for a guide to fall 
maintenance. Besides checking my 
furnace, what do I need to do to get 
ready for winter?

A. Most reputable home repair books 
offer checklists, guides and schedules 
for year-round maintenance. The best 
guide is one that offers instructions for 
most procedures, so flip through a few 
of these guides at your local bookstore 
before settling on one or two. 

Winter preparation emphasizes check- 
ing and repairing any area of the house 
where heat might escape, as well as 
preparing for cold-related problems like 
frozen pipes. Such a complete check 
could take a full weekend or more, so do 
it efficiently by starting from the top of 
the house and working downward 

* Inspect the roof for loose shin- 
gies, deterioration or leaks 

* Check the chimney for damage 
like broken masonry, or a rusted or 
damaged spark arrestor. Remove rust 
with a wire brush and tighten any 
connecting screws 

* Clean out and check gutters and 
downspouts for leaks or damage 

* Look for loose siding or tim 
(that might blow away in a wind- 
storm) and repair. 

* Caulk and patch exterior cracks, 
and window and door frames 

* Clean and degrease outside concrete 
surfaces, like the driveway and patio 

Inside the house 

* Check attic insulation; replace 
older (more than 20 years) insulating 
material 

* Spray foam sealant into small 
openings between the attic and living 
area. Spaces around ventilation ducts, 
plumbing vents, and ceiling light fix- 
tures are prime examples. 

* Inspect heating ducts for damage 
and clear debris from floor registers 

* Get your fireplace ready: Open the 
damper, clean the screen and doors, 
and make needed adjustments or 
repairs. Have a professional inspect 
and clean the inside of the chimney 

* Clear lint from the dryer duct 
(built-up lint can cause a fire); 
inspect the washing machine's water 
supply hoses and clean the filters 

* Inspect, repair and insulate all water 
Pipes to prevent them from freezing 

* Check the crawlspace or base 
ment for efflorescence, fungus, mold, 
or other deterioration 

* This inspection in addition to 
regular monthly maintenance wil 
keep your house warm, save on heat 
ing bills, and can prevent expensive 
cold-weather disasters

Recorded music today comes on 
tapes or CDs.

Discs varied in size from 11 inches to 
26 inches in diameter. 

A working example of any of these 
large music boxes is expensive. 
Recently a Kalliope Panorama was 
offered at an auction for more than 
$20,000. The machine plays a 25- 
1/4-inch disc. The bottom half of the 
machine has a panorama of a race- 
track. As the music plays, horses 
race. It was originally made to be 
used in taverns so the patrons could 
bet on the results of the race.

Q: My painted-iron garden set- 
tee once sat on our family farm in 
upstate New York. It has a simple, 
openwork seat. The back, arms, 
seat border and legs are decorated 
with elaborate, leafy grapevines. 
The grapes are three-dimensional, 
and the leaves are large. Can you 
help with age and value? 

A: The design of your settee was a 
standard one used on cast-iron garden 
furniture from about 1850 to the carly 
1900s. The ornate Victorian pattern 
was called grape, grapevine or piazza. 
Different manufacturers varied the 
design, but most examples have three- 
dimensional bunches of grapes with 
connecting leaves and vines. Keep 
your settee painted to prevent rust. 
Depending on its size, age and condi- 
tion, it could be worth $1,000 or rore

Tip: Fresh air and limited sunlight 
are good for fabrics.

Congress Fails To Address Farm 
Bill Shortcomings, Says NFU 


According to the National 
Farmers Union (NFU), the 
FY 2001 agricultural appro- 
priations conference report 
will be beneficial to farmers 
and ranchers because it con- 
tains emergency assistance, 
but the farmer and rancher 
organization is disappointed 
that Congress again missed 
an opportunity to address im- 
portant long-term concerns 
of farmers, ranchers and ru- 
ral communities 

“We commend the mem- 
bers of Congress for their 
work to provide needed as- 
sistance to crop, livestock and 
dairy producers who have 
suffered greatly from 
weather-related, production 
and quality disasters, as well 
as market-related losses that 
are O6tof their control,” said 
NFU president Leland 
Swenson 

“We are, however, disap- 
pointed that Congress, once 
again, has not chosen to ad- 
dress the failures of current 
farm, trade and competition 
policy that have led to the 
lowest commodity prices in 
20 years and economic crisis 
in our rural communities.” 

Farmers Union cites the 
legislation’s failure to include 
long-term farm policy provi- 
sions that could stem the 
price crisis faced by produc 
ers today through an ad- 
equate safety net and mean- 
ingful trade sanctions re- 
form 

The bill severely limits 
U.S. farmers’ opportunities 
to trade with Cuba by re- 
stricting export funding and 
codifying travel restrictions 
to the island country 

“Farmers and ranchers are 
under tremendous economic 
pressure,” said Swenson 
“There is no excuse for not 
having these vital issues ad 
dressed when farm commod 
ity prices are at crisis levels. 
We are grateful that the bill 
provides needed assistance 
to crop, livestock and dairy 
farmers 
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Still, Congress needs to 
address the structural prob. 
lems that have led to the 
record low prices and pro- 
mote an aggressive posture 
in ensuring fair and open 
competition in all markets in 
which farmers and ranchers 
buy and sell.” 

Farmers Union is sup- 
portive of the pending mea- 
sure for its inclusion of eco- 
nomic assistance, conserva- 
tion and economic develop- 
ment measures. The farmer 
and rancher organization 
also endorsed a trade mea- 
sure offered by Sen. Robert 
Byrd, D-W.Va., that sets 
aside funds generated from 
anti-dumping.case resolution 
to help economically injured 
producers in the U.S. who 
are harmed by unfair trade 
practices 


Small Grain 
Report Released 


The Maryland Agricul- 
tural Statistics Service has 
released the September small 
grain report for Maryland 
and the entire U.S 

The winter wheat yield in 
Maryland for 2000 averaged 
63 bushels per acre, 3 bush- 
els more than last year's esti- 
mate of 60 bushels per acre, 
but 5 bushels below the 
record yield of 68 bushels 
per acre set in 1997. Winter 
wheat production, at 12.6 
million bushels, was 5% more 
than 1999's production level 
of 12 million bushels. Har- 
vested acreage for 2000 was 
200,000 acres, unchanged 
from 1999. This is the lowest 
harvest level since 1993 

Barley production 
amounted to 4.1 million 
bushels, up 3% from last 
year's 4.0 million bushels 
The barley yield was esti- 
mated at 82 bushels per acre, 
up 2 bushels from 1999, and 
was harvested from 50,000 
This year set a record 
high yield for the state 

All wheat production 
across the United States to 
taled 2.2 billion bushels in 
2000, down 3% from both 
the last forecast and 1999 
The decline from the last 
forecast is the result of both 
acreage and yield decreases 
Area harvested for grain is 
down 2% from the last fore 
cast and 1% from last year 
The U.S. yield is 42.1 bushels 
per acre, down 0.2 and 0.6 
bushels from the last fore 
cast and last season, respec- 
tively

Makes Rescue On Seneca Rocks 


By Joan B. Crawford 

When Patrick Forster 
took the Wilderness First 
Responder course _ last 
spring as part of the Adven- 
ture Sports curriculum of 
Garrett. Community Col- 
lege, he knew that the 
course would prep him 
to meet emergencies as he 
pursued his passion for rock 
climbing. He did not know 
how he would be 
called upon to apply what 
he had learned. 

Last month while climb 
ing Seneca Rocks in 
West Virginia, Forster was 
the early responder to a 
pair of seriously injured 
climbers who were trapped 
by falling rock and damaged 
equipment the most 
dangerous face of 
climbing area. Forster and 
his friend had just complet- 
ed their climb and were 
leaving the area when he 
heard “the worst thing a 
climber can hear — falling 
rock. Then I heard a wom- 
an scream. I knew there 
was trouble.” 

Forster raced back to the 
site called the “southern pil 
lar,” knowa by climbers for 
its dangerous loose rock. 
What he saw called for 
everything he had learned 
in order to save two lives. 
An injured man was cling- 
ing to a rock, his knee shat- 
tered. His top piece of pro- 
tection had given way in the 
crumbling rock. Below him 
4 woman was trapped cn a 
ledge. Her rope had been 
severed and her ankle bro- 
ken by ing rock. 

Forster quickly made cer- 
tain there were no more 
rocks to fall, established his 
hold, and communicated 
with the injured. The two 
had been climbing in a par 
ty of seve other people 
who were still in the area. 
Someone in the party had a 
radio Forster used to orga- 
nize the rescue effort 

The injured man had 
been testing the integrity of 
his hold when the rock gave 
way. Using a fireman's be

The incident at Seneca 
Rocks was not the first time 
Forster's training saved an 
injured climber. Last year 
while climbing in a quarry 
near his home in York, Pa., 
his expertise was needed to 
help a man who had fallen. 

Forster, who is majoring 
in education with a minor 
in adventure sports, has 
part-time jobs that give him 
practical experience toward 
his carcer. He manages the 
college’s climbing wall, in-

It’s easy, it’s relatively quick, and it makes 
the candidates’ positions clear in an objective way. 
With this incredible technology at our finger-tips, it 
is foolish not to utilize it. Those who don't have 


computers can find them at most libraries or at a 
friend's house. 

An uninformed voter is in some ways worse than 
the citizen who just chooses not to vote at all. Here 
is a quick and easy way to become informed in these 
final days of the campaign, and then vote according-

This is the mid-point in my apple harvest. There are 

baskets upon baskets of apples sitting in the storehouse 

and some apples still on the trees. The Jonathans are now 

past their peak, and will, mostly, go for cider and sauce 

From the cider will come a delicious apple jelly, which 








though not perfectly clear, has often been praised for 
flavor 

The Roxbury Russet gave a little more than two bush 
els this year. They are crisp enough for eating only early 


in October. They reach perfection, however, in the cider 
press and carboy, where they will become a champagne 
like drink 

The Limbertwigs are not so abundant this year, but will 
keep for eating until they are wanted. The Granny Smith 
tree produced more fruit this year than ever before. It is 
a remarkable achievement for a tree that only a few years 
ago did not seem to want to produce any fruit at all 
Right now the Granny Smiths are perfect tor pies. A 
month from now their full flavor will have developed, and 
they will be as good an eating apple as one can find. 

The Lady tree, a variety in continuous cultivation since 
Roman times, yields a small apple, equally decorative and 
aromatic. This year it too has produced more fruit than 
ever before, though still not much. With better pruning 
and spreading, it ought to give an abundant harvest in 
another year 

The Calvin apples are long gone having reached their 
prime in mid-August. The Esopus Spitzenberg, the Black 
Oxford, and a few other apples have not yet come into 
full production 

Every day I am doing something with apples. This fall 
more time is spent on cleaning them than I like. Mold and 
mildew were a major headache this year. I should have 
sprayed fungicide more often, but didn't. The consequence 
is to spend more ime now washing them 

The harvest consists not merely in bringing the apples 
into the storehouse, but processing them thereafter. The 
inbringing is nearly complete, but the doing something 
with them is only just under way 

Today is All Souls’ Day, the day after All Saints’ Day 
They are very Catholic days, which Protestants have had 
to rediscover.

As C.S. Lewis observed with poignant clarity in the lit 
tle book he wrote after the death of his wife, A Grief Ob 
served, the Bible tells us very little about what happens to 
the spirit of a Christian between death and the second 
coming of Christ. What little the Bible does say is incon 
sistent and even, apparently, contradictory. The 
about soul sleep, for example, do not jibe with our Lord's 
Statement to the thief, "This day you will be with me in 
Paradise.” 

Al! Saints’ and All Souls’ Days make sense out of those 
inconsistencies. All Souls’ Day is like the inbringing of the 
fruit. All the apples are in the bara, but they have not be- 
come all that they are meant to become. All Saints Day 
is when the processing is complete, when the sauce is on 
the shelf and the cider is in the bottle and the pie stands 
cooling on the table 

All Souls’ Day celebrates all those souls who are on 
their way to heaven. All Saints’ Day celebrates all those 
souls who have actually entered heaven. To my way of 
thinking, a homemade apple pic, fresh from the oven, is 
a happy metaphor of heaven 

Apples, taken as a theme of glory, encourage us to ask 
the right kind of question about ourselves. Cultivators of 
apples like to ask, "What is this apple for?” What arc 
uses along the way, but most importantly, what is its ulti 
mate purpose? It is a fitting question for fruit of another

FSU received the honor 
at the NRPA national con- 
ference in Phoenix, Ariz., in 
early October. FSU's pro- 
gram is ihe oaly accredited 
four-year program in Mary- 
land. 

The accreditation applies 
to all of FSU’s collaborative 
programs with the Commu- 
nity College of Baltimore 
County (CCBC), Garrett 
Community College, and 
Allegany College of Mary- 
land. 

In addition, FSU was 
commended by the same 
organization for its collabo- 
rative program, in particular 
for the program with CCBC 
Catonsville and its effort to 
bring under-represented 
groups into the recreation 
industry, according to Dr. 
Susan Arisman, dean of the 
FSU College of Education. 

Started in 1977, the pro- 
gram currently has about 90 
majors at all its sites.

“rigorous” program called 
Operation Validate. "Vali- 
date is an acronym for Vo- 
cational training, Athletics, 
Lifeskills, Individual 
graduation plan, Demon- 
strated behavioral changes,

and education,” Biser ex- 
plained.

Adam Resnick and directed by Nora Ephron, who worked 
with him before in Michael, Travolta plays a popular, 
common-sense challenged weatherman and snowmobile 
dealer who atte empts to overcome his financial difficulties 
by rigging his TV station's lottery drawing Although the 
film has its moments, and his co-star Lisa Kudrow does 
some of her best work in years, | wouldn't say Travolta 
exactly strikes it rich 

Lucky Numbers is presented as a flashback to the 
winter of 1988. Russ Richards (Travolta), who narrates at 
the beginning and end, is the meteorologist for WT'PA- 
TV in Harrisburg, Pa. Calling himself the luckiest man 


§ alive, Russ brags that he is so famous he has his own table 


at "the trendiest bistro in town" (Denny’s). He drives a 
sporty red convertible, gives to charity, and is loved by 
everyone, especially the women. But we soon learn that 
Russ is not exactly the humanitarian and all-around nice 
guy he seems. His smile is plastered all over town on 
billboards, but he desperately wants to blow this burg and 
move to Hollywood where he can be a game show host 
This desire is compounded by the fact that the area has 
enjoyed the longest period of fair weather on record 
rendering him almost useless on the show and seriously 
cutting into his snowmobile sales 

When Russ is issued a foreclosure notice, he talks to 
his friend Gig (Tim Roth), a night club owner with some 
shady connections, and Gig suggests that he pull a scam 
on the state lottery, which is currently up to over $6 
million. Lotto-ball girl Crystal Latroy (Kudrow), a spoiled, 
shallow golddigger who is currently sleeping not only 
with Russ but with their boss (Ed O'Neill), is happy to 
oblige, even offering her mousy, asthmatic cousin Walter 
(Michael Moore) to buy the ticket and collect the money. 
Although things go well at first, they begin to unravel 
when Walter has second thoughts. As the situation 
snowballs to the point where murders are committed and 
an investigation begins, Russ’s reaction to each new 
development becomes more desperate. 

For a comedy, this film is remarkably unfunny. The 
most humorous lines in Resnick’s script were included in 
the trailer, so there’s nothing new to inspire much of a 
chuckie. Travolta’s performance is adequate, but he is 

en upstaged by Kudrow, who at first appears to be 
simply playing another dumb blonde character, but soon 
shows a bit more depth. Likewise, Roth is enjoyable as 
e unflappable Gig, whose answer to every unfortunate 
turn of events is another hired hit by Dale. Bill Pullman 
also plays an atypical character as a cop who doesn’t 
really want to do his job. But overall, Lucky Numbers’s 
story seems forced and its characters lack human quali- 
ties, seeming more like cartoons than real people. ***4 


BLAIR WITCH 2: 
BOOK OF SHADOWS 

Rated R - Running Time: 1:30 - Released 10/27/00 

Last year’s quasi-documentary horror film The Blair 
Witch Project received generally good notices because of 
its novel approach and clever marketing strategy, but 
was disliked by many horror fans because of its lack of 
blood, violence, music, plot, effects, production values, or 
a visible villain. Although I loved the film, I'll readily 
admit that after one showing the cover is blown and it’s 
pretty much useless except for academic purposes, but no 
one can deny that it broke new ground and inspired an 
unprecedented amount of water-cooler discourse. It also 
proved extremely cost-effective, given that its expenses 
only totaled about 100 bucks plus gas 

There is absolutely no doubt, however, that Blair 
Witch 2: Book Of Shadows is an uninspired attempt to 
capitalize on the previous movie's success. Lacking 
anything to distinguish it from any other run-of-the-mill 
teenage horror flick, BW2 is nothing but a transparent 
grab for cash on the part of producers Daniel Myrick and 
Eduardo Sanchez (the co-writers and -directors of BWP), 
who didn’t even bother to contribute creatively to this 
one. Although this film attempts to parody its own 
opportunism with jokes about people making money off 
the original film’s hype, no amount of self-deprecating 
humor can change the fact that Myrick and Sanchez have 
besmirched their good names with their sloppy avarice 
And the film isn’t even remotely effective. There's an 
éarly scene where one character is trying to act spooky 
and another says, "Jeff... nobody's scared.” How true it is 

Written by Joe Berlinger ‘and Dick Beebe and di- 
rected by Berlinger, Book Of Shadows (which, by the 
way, has nothing to do with a book, nor with shadows) 
departs from the revolutionary, unscripted style of its 
predecessor and returns to the standard low-budget 
horror formula.

“priority consideration” to 
nine Maryland airports in 
cluding the Greater Cum- 
berland Regional Airport 
and the Garrett County 
Airport in considering their 
applications for airport im- 
provement construction 
grants. Under that program 
the FAA's share is 90 per- 
cent of those construction 
costs, the Maryland Avia- 
tion Administration's 
(MAA) share is 5 percent, 
and the local government's 
share is five percent, ac- 
cording to Moe. 

"In essence, a congres- 
sional ‘priority considera- 
tion’ designation moves 
grant applications for those 
nine airports to the top of 
FAA's pile for funding con- 
sideration — a very signifi- 
cant improvement in the 
ability for such proiects to 
receive favorable considera- 
tion by the FAA," Moe re- 
marked. 

"This is a landmark high- 
way appropriations bill for 
the Appalachian Region,” 
said Jesse L. White Jr., fed- 
eral co-chairman of the Ap- 
palachian Regional Com- 
mission (ARC). "This re- 
cord funding underscores 
the federal government's 
commitment to the people 
of Appalachia, and it sends 
a strong signal to the nation 
on the importance of the 
Appalachian Regional 
Commission's economic de- 
velopment program.” 

Envisioned by Congress 
in 1965 as a 3,025-mile net- 
work of highways to help 
bring Appalachia into the 
nation’s economic main- 
stream, the Appalachian 
highway system is now more 
than 80 percent complete or 
under construction, with 
2,300 miles open to traffic. 
ARC estimates that about 
700 miles remain to be 
completed in the 13 Appa- 
lachian states. 

White noted, however, 
that the remaining miles to 
be built “traverse some of 
the harshest terrain in Ap- 
palachia, and as a result are 
the most difficult and costly

estimated that it would re- 
quire an additional $6 2 bil- 
lion in federal funds to 
complete the system 

In passing the Transpor- 
tation Equity Act for the 
21st Century (TEA-21) in 
1998, Congress approved a 
Clinton administration pro- 
posal to fund the Appala- 
chian highway corridors out 
of the federal Highway 
Trust Fund (DOT) As a re- 
sult, the highway system 
now has a substantial and 
reliable source of federal 
funding that is expected to 
accelerate completion of 
the system. 

The Appalachian corri- 
dor highway funds are allo- 
cated to each of the 13 
member states of ARC 
through a formula based on 
each state’s relative share of 
the cost to complete the en- 
lire system, as well as 
through additional appro- 
priations approved by Con- 
gress. 

In FY 2001, Congress 
approved $386.5 million in 
spending authority to be ai- 
located to the states by for- 
mula. In addition, Congress 
approved $100 million for 
Corridor D in West Virgin- 
ia, $100 million for Corri- 
dor X in Alabama, and an 
additional $55 million to be 
apportioned to the 13 Ap- 
palachian states by formula. 

Based on these appropri- 
ations, ARC estimates that 
each state will be allocated 
the following for construc- 
tion of the Appalachian 
highway corridors in FY 
2001: Alabama, $148.6 mil- 
lion; Georgia, $19.4 million; 
Kentucky, $44.6 million; 
Maryland, $7.6 million; Mis- 
sissippi, $5.5 million; New 
York, $10.5 million; North 
Carolina, $28.6 million; 
Ohio, $21.9 million; Penn- 
sylvania, $118.9 million; 
South Carolina, $2.4 mil- 
lion; Tennessee, $54.5 mil- 
lion; Virginia, $11.5 million; 
and West Virginia, $167.6 
million. 

"The highways are critical 
to everything we do in the 
region,” said White. "Studies 
show the beneficial impact 
they have upon job creation 
and business development. 
Today, with 2,300 miles of 
new roads connecting Ap 
palachian communities in 
the mountains, it’s certain 
that this highway system is 
not only helping the re- 
gion’s economy, but saving 
lives as well.”

Property taxes for 1999-00 and prior years are also delinquent and become a lien on 


real estate. 


If you took advantage of the semi-annual payment option, the 2nd coupon amount 
will be due by Dec. 1, 2000. A small service charge will be assessed at the time of 


the 2nd payment. 


Final delinquent notices will be mailed on or about March 1, 2001, allowing 30 


days for payment. After this time, all delinquent accounts will be given to the Attor-

With what appears to be a very cold 
winter on the way, how can you keep 
heating costs under control?

Perhaps the most important factor 
in home heating is preventing heat 
from escaping. Increasing insulation 
and sealing doors and windows are 
crucial steps to take as cold weather 
sets in. Check the thickness of the 
fiberglass insulation in the attic 
space: If it’s six inches or less, add 
another layer to provide 12 inches of 
insulation. Add storm doors and win 
dows to your home, as well 

Programmable thermostats can 
make a dent in costs, too. The ther 
mostat can automatically allow room 
temperatures to fall to 60 degrees 
overnight, and bring the temperature 
up to 68 degrees by morning 

A programmable water heater can 
also knock down costs: Turn it down 
or off during the day while you're at 
work, and have it automatically come 
back on in the evening and morning 
for showers, laundry and dishwashing 

Place humidifiers in commonly 
used rooms; they can make 68 degrees 
feel like the mid-70s. Shut off unused

Ladybugs Swarm 
Into Area Homes; 


Easily Removed 


Orange and black lady- 
bugs are gathering in large 
numbers in many areas of 
Maryland, alarming some 
residents and causing an in- 
convenience to many more. 
"Ladybird beetles are actu- 
ally quite harmless. They do 
not bite or sting, are not 
poisonous, carry no diseas- 
es, and will not lay eggs in- 
doors," explained Maryland 
secretary of agriculture 
Henry A. Virts. "Unfortu- 
nately for homeowners, the 
beetles find houses attrac- 
tive." 

Originally from Asia, the 
multi-colored Asian lady- 
bird beetle is found 
throughout the eastern Uni- 
ted States. The pill-sized 
beetles invade houses by 
hundreds or thousands 
about mid to late October 
each year looking for a 
warm place to spend the 
winter. Large clusters of 
beetles gather on the out- 
side of houses in October 
and early November. As the 
weather becomes colder, 
they enter cracks and gaps 
in the house to seek shelicr. 

"The best thing one can 
do is collect the beetles, 
take them outside and re- 
lease them in a pile of 
leaves,” said Robert Rabag- 
lia, forest entomologist with 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture. "These bee- 
tles are actually beneficial. 
Throughout’ the warm 
months, they eat aphids, in- 
sects that destroy a variety 
of garden and crop plants. 
A single immature lady bug 
can consume 300 aphids in 
a two-week period.” 

The multicolored Asian 
ladybird beetle (called Har- 
monia axyridis by scientists) 
was introduced by USDA 
agricultural research scien- 
tists in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s as a biological 
control agent in Louisiana 
and other southern states. It 
has since spread as far 
north as Quebec, Canada.

SKIES 


THE SUN In November, sunlight hours each day 
ie from 10.5 to 9.6 by the end of the month. The sun’s 
tidday peak height decreases from 36 to 28 degrees (30 
legrees is a third of the way up). Sunrise times slowly 
feep forward from 6:48 a.m. at the beginning of the 
month to 7:18 a.m. at the end of the month. Sunset times 
all back from 5:18 p.m. at the start of November to 4:53 
am. at November's end 
f THE MOON November opens with the moon as a 
rescent low in the western dusk. A tew days later the eve- 
ing moon is half full (looks like a "D"). This shape of the 
woon offers the best views of the moon's craters and 
pountains with binoculars and telescopes. ‘The moon is 
ull on the night of November 11-12, when it appears near 
he bright planet Jupiter. On November 18 the moon will 
ppear half full in the morning sky (then looks like a 
ackwards "1D"). A week later the moon will shift from the 
xOrning to the evening side of the sun. As November 
ads, the moon will appear as a slender crescent low in 
Ihe western dusk, shining just above the brilliant planet 
enus on the 29th 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest planetary 
heighbors appear as points of light that shine more stead- 
ily than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it’s windy, even the planet's 
light may flicker. Three of the five bright planets can be 
seen on November evenings. Early in the evening the bril- 
liant planet Venus appears as the brighi point of light in 
the western dusk. In the middle of the evening the bright 
planet Jupiter and Saturn become prominent in the east. 
Jupiter is the lower and brighter of the two. The planets 
Mars and Mercury may be scen at dawn Mars in the 
southeast while Mercury appears low in the east at mid- 
November 

NOVEMBER'S BEST SIGHTS In the eastern eve- 
ning sky, the fall star groups really shine — These include 
Taurus (where the planets Jupiter and Saturn appear) and 
Auriga (featuring the bright golden star Capella). The 
western evening sky features the retreating star groups 
from summer evenings, including the Summer Triangle. 
The brightest star of the Triangle is white-blue Vega, 
sparkling in the west-northwest. 

NOVEMBER ASTRONOMY ACTIVITIES Each 
Sunday the Frostburg State Planetarium has two free pub 
lic presentations, at 1:30 p.m. and 7 p.m., lasting about an 
hour. The November feature is "Galaxies: Star Kingdoms," 
4 look at the largest things in the universe filled with bil- 
lions of suns. ‘The planetarium is just off the front lobby 
of Tawes, with nearby convenicnt parking. 

The Cumberland Astronomy Club will have its monthly 
meeting on November 17 at 7:30 p.m. at the LaVale Pub- 
lic Library. All interested sky gazers are welcome. Several 
dlub members are residents of Garrett County, including 
the vice president, Gus Johnson of Swanton.

The dry weather condi 
tions experienced last week 
allowed for 6.8 days suitable 
for field work in Maryland, 
according to Ray Garibay, 
State statistician with the 
Maryland Ag Statistics Ser 
vice.

Nutrient Management Shock! 

During the last few years we have written many nutri- 
ent management plans for farmers. Most farmers found 
the plans useful in planning their cropping system and 
minimizing associated costs, But now there is a law that 
changes the picture of yesterday. The new law requires 
that a farm’s nutrient management plan be kept current 
in every detail and that the farmer keeps records to verify 
every field, every crop, every pound of fertilizer, and every 
ton of manure 

Many farmers are going to experience a serious culture 
shock as they come to grips with the record-keeping 
requirement required by the regulations. Farmers must 
keep the following records for thee years: 

* Application dates and field locations of all fertilizers, 
manures and biosolids applicd to the farm; 

* Receipts for purchased nutrients; 

* Soil analyses for all fields and manure analyses; 

* Justification for all plan modifications and updates, 

Then fow five years.:farmers must Keep crop yield 
information for every field - every bushel of grain, every 
ton of silitge-or haylage, every bale of hay. Some farmers 
may already have documentation of grain yields, but very 
few farmers document their yields of corn silage, ryelage, 
alfalfa haylage or dry hay. But this is the year to begin 
because our yield records will determine how much man- 
ure or fertilizer nutrients can be applied to each field. 1 
would suggest that all farmers organize a field by field 
record keeping system (a notebook is fine) to document 
grain yields (use weigh tickets or measure storage), silage 
yields (count loads or measure storage) and hay yields 
(count bales to figure yield). If we can be of any assis- 
tance, please give us a call 

Establishing Grass 

It is a very common practice in our area to seed 
orchardgrass or timothy under a small grain “nurse” crop. 
From the observations of the grass plots at the Western 
Maryland Research Center, this practice may delay the 
proper establishment of the grass and greatly reduce first 
year yields. 

In a multi-year Penn State study, timothy was seeded 
with and without a wheat nurse crop. Timothy hay yields 
for the first year showed an advantage of about one ton 
per acre for the September seceded grass versus the Octo- 
ber seeding of grass with wheat. Perhaps very late grass 
seedings Can use a nurse crop to protect young grass and 
prevent winter erosion. But if we are serious about grow- 
ing grass, we must remove any source of competition from 
the seedling grass. Nurse crops, established grass, and 
weeds all provide competition to young grass stands delay- 
ing or preventing proper establishment, reducing yields 
and stand life.

Another use for soybeans 
with enormous potential, 
Wildes said, is soybean oil as 
a replacement for fuel oil in 
ammonium nitrate explo 
sives used in mining opera 
tions. 

A single one million 
pound explosive charge used 
in open pit coal mining would 
require 7,000 bushels of soy- 
bean oil atseven percent con- 
centration,” Wildes said 

Typically, a mining opera- 
tion will set off three of these 
charges in a day."

The FBI has report- 
edly recognized this connec- 
tion since the 1970s, when 
its analysis of the lives of 
serial killers suggested most, 
as children, had killed or 
tortured animals. 

On a more common 
level, other research has 
SOWA COusisient paticras of 
animal cruelty among per- 
petrators of familiar forms 
of violence, such as child 
abuse, spouse abuse, and 
elder abuse. The American 
Psychiatric Association has 
reported that it considers 
animal cruelty to be a diag- 
nosable symptom of various 
conduct disorders. 

The definition of animal 
cruelty is varied, although 
any suffering inflicted on an 
animal is cause for concern, 
authorities note. Cruelty 
can range from neglecting 
an animal in one’s care to 
maliciously killing it. Most 
cruelty reported by humane 
officers is unintentional 
neglect that can be resolved 
through education, accord- 
ing to information from the 
national organization. In- 
tentional cruelty or abuse 
includes such behavior as 
knowingly depriving an 
animal of food, water, shel- 
ter, socialization, or veteri- 
nary care, or maliciously 
torturing, maiming, or kill- 
ing an animal.

Just how this will be resolved, and when, is a huge 
mystery. If the courts are involved, which is quite 
likely, it could be dragged out for months. Already 
individual voters in Florida have begun filing suits 
against the election board for producing ballots that 
afe at least confusing and, at worst, illegal. When 
one sees a heavy Jewish vote for Pat Buchanan, one 
knows something has gone terribly awry. 

The courts, which are always hesitant to jump into 
the political arena, may just throw out these cases on 
the Gasle that Florida voters, just like the rest of us, 
received sample ballots, giving them an opportuni 
to study the ballot and know exactly how to mark it 
aecording to the voter’s wishes. To those who made 
a mistake, too bad. They should have done their 
homework better. 

However, if the ballots are indeed illegal, if they 

are in clear violation of Florida state law, we don’t 
ste how the courts can simply dismiss these com- 
plaints. 
Should there be a new ballot and a second elec- 
tion just in Florida? If so, would the campaigning re- 
sume there in the few days preceding such an elec- 
tion? Would such an election be open only to those 
residents who voted in this past Tuesday's election? 
Wouldn't that place the election of our president en- 
tirely in the hands of just Florida voters, a grossly 
unfair situation for the other 49 states, ve. and 
U.S. possessions? 

There are many questions right now and few an- 
swers. Frankly, the whole matter is rather unnerving, 
but for those who enjoy living in historic times, it’s 
hog heaven at this very moment. Consider also the 
fact that for the first time in our nation’s history a 
"sitting" First Lady and a dead man have been elec- 
ted to the U.S. Senate. 

This historic run will continue until the moment 
either Al Gore or George Bush raises his hand to

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THE LAST TOMATO 

We ate the lasi tomato the other night in a salad that 
accompanied spaghetti with tomato sauce. The tomato 
sauce was made from tomatoes canned from the garden 
only a few weeks ago, but I did not do the canning. The 
house has been getting all of my spare time and, much of 
my time that was not spare. Grandma kindly canned to- 
matoes for me. Opening a jar of them reminds me of her. 

In other years I have had a box of green tomatoes, 
wrapped in newspapers, which have sometimes lasted until 
Christmas. This year I had good tomatoes, but they ran 
out of steam about the time of the first frost. I brought in- 
to the house as many green tomatoes as I could gather in 
buckets, and have been eating them ever since. 

This time of year is given to lots of last things. There 
is the last mowing of the yard, the last gathering of the 
leaves, the last of outdoor painting, the bringing in of 
lawn furniture, the putting away of screen doors, the re- 
placement of screens with storm windows. 

Farmers are getting in the last corn, and are steadily 
working away at harvesting soybeans. A few farmers are 
even chopping one last cutting of alfalfa. Nature's clock is 
ticking. We have an accurate awareness that time is run- 
ning out, and that certain things must be done now or that 
they may never be done. 

One of the tasks which I have performed this past week 
was io feed my bees a sugar syrup laced with an antibiotic, 
Beekeeping has become an increasingly precarious enter- 
prise over the past decade. There are two types of mite 
which will destroy a bee colony through their parasitism. 
There are various diseases which have become more 
rampant. 

erall the state of honeybees is one of constant debili- 
tation. A few winters ago half of all the honey bees in the 
state of Maryland died. Hardly a whimper was heard in 
the press. One can imagine the kind of alarm which would 
be sounded if half the cows or horses should die in one 
winter. 

People think of honeybees as things that sting. A yellow 
jacket or wasp is much more likely to sting a person than 
the relatively gentle honeybee. What people forget is that 
the work of pollination is undertaken very substantially by 
honeybees, Without them the production of fruit and veg- 
etable crops would decline precipitously 

Even when management is good there can be fluke cir- 
cumstances which will decimate the bee yard. Last winter 
was one such occasion when hives were lost through such 
flukes. I cannot boast to being among the good beekeep- 
ers. I did lose my hives. This year ! replaced them with a 
new box of bees. We then had the worst honeyflow in 
memory. One of my neighbors who is a highly skilled bee- 
keeper had one quarter of his usual honey crop this year. 

In order to keep hives going until springtime, beekeep- 


ers will have to feed their hives sugar syrup all winter 
long. Last Friday in the warm sunshine of Indian summer 
I went, veiled and gloved, to my one hive. i put on two 


quarts of medicated syrup, and inspected the condition of 
the hive. 

The bees looked well, but the hive was all but empty of 
honey. Without the syrup they would not have survived 
Christmas. 

One by one I accomplish the last things. The warm af- 
ternoons are fewer and fewer, and the length of them 


shorter and shorter. Like many good things in decline the 
sweetness of them intensifies 
That last tomato was not as good as the first one of the 


summer past. It was nothing like the bounty of tomatoes

We 
taught him to trust people 
ust I think we did a 
cruel thing? 


It is animal awareness 
week in Garrett County, It 
is also hunting season.

Last week, our Chamber's board of directors chairman, 
Jerry Geisler, called urgent general membership 
meeting to discuss the bi-county legislation proposed by 
House Speaker Cas Taylor. The meeting drew approxi- 
mately 100 people 

Chairman Geisler explained the details of the proposal 
and how Garrett County would be impacted. He was 
joined up front by Bob Browning of Deep Creek Outfit- 
ters, Rol Palmer of the Wisp Hotel, Nancy Railey of 
Railey Mountain Lake Vacations, and Ruth Seib of Cold- 
well Banker. Together, these five individuals have been 
named by the commissioners to serve as Garrett County's 
representatives to a bi-county negotiating team attempting 
to resolve problems in the proposed legislation. 

The following needed changes to the legislative propos- 
al emerged from the meeting: 

DON’T RUSH THE PROCESS 

The legislation should not be introduced until there is 
enough time spent on research and review. If this cannot 
be done by January 1, then the legislation should be held 
until next year. The chamber membership requests an ad- 
ditional meeting to review the legislation prior to it being 
introduced. 

MISSION LIMITED TO CULTURAL HERITAGE 

PROJECT DEVELOPMENT 

The bi-county authority should focus all its resources 
on "bricks and mortar" development of cultural heritage 
projects. 

APPOINTMENTS TO THE AUTHORITY MUST 

BE DECIDED LOCALLY 

Having the governor appoint Garrett County represen- 
tatives to the expanded Canal Place Authority is not ac- 
ceptable. 

AUTHORITY MUST HAVE EQUAL 
REPRESENTATION 
Both counties must have the same number of votes. 
ADVANCE AGREEMENT ON FUNDING 
DISTRIBUTION

laps. "I thought, ‘I don’t want to get shot in the face,’ so 
I turned my head away from them and ran as fast as I 
could. They didn’t seem to be in a hurry to shoot at me, 
and a colonel later said that they may have been ‘meat 
packers,’ NVAs assigned to pack out the bodies of their 
fellow killed and wounded soldiers so Americans couldn't 
get an accurate body count." 

Continuing his run through the gauntlet, Friend saw an 
NVA soldier jump out from the brush into the road in 
front of him and start trotting on ahead toward an Ameri- 
can Armored Personnel Carrier (APC) that was trapped 
behind the disabled tank and a deuce-and-a-half blocking 
the road. Ten American soldiers were in the APC, two of 
whom were returning fire into the brush, five who were 
severely wounded, and three who were dead. 

Tunnel Vision 

“Everything comes flashing back when I talk about it,” 
Friend said. “it’s as if there’s a video machine in my head. 
That NVA runner had a regular military uniform, very 
faded light green, wearing a helmet and web gear, with a 
carbine rifle slung over his shoulder, and what looked like 
a small leather saddle bag hanging from his shoulder and 
flapping at his waist.” 

Quickly closing the gap, the sprinting Friend drew up 
behind the enemy soldier as he saw him take the bag off 
his shoulder to reveal a ball of wire. From his training the 
young American soldier knew this was a bad sign, as the 
bag was likely an explosive device, a ‘satchel charge,’ that 
would be tossed into the open hatch of the APC, a sitting 
duck, to kill everyone inside. Satchel charges were com- 
posed of several sticks of dynamite attached to wires. The 
job of an NVA explosives runner was to toss the satchel 
bag at a target, run off a few feet and touch the wires to 
ove another to detonate the explosion. 

"Lcame up behind the NVA soldier as he was about 10 
meters from the APC," Friend said. "Two reactions — I 
wouldn't even call them thoughts — shot through my 
mind: ‘I've got to stop him from throwing that satchel,’ 
and ‘I've got to get his rifle.’ The survival instinct was in 
fuli force, and I had nothing but tunnel vision zeroed in 
on his back; here I was running through the middle of a 
firefight, but I didn’t know anything else was going on 
around me 

"I pulled out my hunting knife, the only weapon I had 
left, and made it to the NVA soldier just as he was reach- 
ing for the rail to pull himself up to the APC’s open 
hatch.

A Silver Spring man 
pleaded guilty to charges 
relating to burglaries and 
thefts that occurred in Nov- 
ember 1995 at the Ameri- 
can Legion and at the 
Farmer's Market in Oak- 
land.

Great American 
Smokeout Slated 
Next Thursday 


The American Cancer 
Society will host the 24th 
Great American Smokeout, 
next Thursday, Nov. 16. 
During that 24-hour period, 
the ACS said it hopes to 
help millions of smokers 
"kick the habit" and rein- 
force to young people the 
importance of never starting 
to smoke. 

The Smokeout is the 
ACS’s annual, nationally 
recognized day when smok- 
ers are asked to put down 
their cigarettes, cigars, spit 
tobacco, or any tobacco 
product for 24 hours. A 
spokesman for the ACS 
said that approximately 70 
percent of smokers waut to 
quit smoking. “Since the 
event began in 1977, the 
promise of an addiction- 
free life has encouraged 
many smokers to join the 
Great American Smokeout 
and live a day without to- 
bacco," he said. 

In 1999, 21 percent of 





smokers (over 10 million 
Americans) participated in 
the Great American Smoke- 
out. Of those participants, 
11 percent reported that 
they were smoking less or 
not at all one to five days 
later. "The 1999 Smokeout 
helped over 1.1 million 
people to a_ tobacco-free 
existence," the spokesman 
noted.

around fabulous babes, working for a mysterious, wealthy 
gentleman they've never seen named Charlie (still the 
voice of John Forsythe), assisted by a bumbling-but- 
lovable sidekick named Bosley (Bill Murray) 

McG's film does not fail to incorporate the blatant 
T&A sexism that made the show famous, with the girls 
parading around in everything from bikinis to Spiderman 
underoos to nothing at all, and campy humor wisely 
sprinkled in between the Bond-style action sequences 
Sometimes the humor gets a little broad (pardon the pun) 
for its own good, but for the most part McG’s movie brings 
the beautiful crime-fighting trio back to life with exuber 
ance and genuine fun, including cameos and supporting 
performances by players like Tim Curry, Matt LeBlanc, 
Tom Green, and L L Cool J 

After the film begins with a spectacular airborne 
action sequence introducing the ladies and their many 
stunt doubles, we get down to the : angels’ first mission: as 
we hear from C harlie’s voice over the '70s-style speaker- 
phone, Eric Knox (Sam Rockwell), a wealthy computer 
programming mogul, has been kidnapped by the evil and 
powerful Roger Corwin (Curry), and they must infiltrate 
Cc orwin ’s impenetrable lair to rescue him, with the help 
of Knox's partner, Vivian Wood (Keliy Lynch). But it’s 
soon clear that things are not what they seem. With the 
help ofa “creepy thin man” (the creepy and thin Crispin 
Glover), Knox kidnaps Bosley and attempts to kill the 
angels. Tossing their hair vig« srously, they realize he and 
Vivian are working together to get at Charlie, and they 
jiggle bouncily into action to rectify the situation. 

This film’s writing team has crafted a fun sendup of 
the show that took itself so seriously it fell apart, wisely 
interspersing the action-oriented plot with a tongue-in- 
cheek silliness reminiscent more of Austin Powers than 
James Bond. Director McG also avails himself of the 
industry's best in special effects, however, incorporating 
huge fireball explosions, fast car chases, Power Rangers- 
style martial arts battles, and numerous disguises, even 
including making two of them up as men (Diaz looks like 
David Byrne; Barrymore looks like an amalgamation of 
John Lennon & Paul McCartney). The three women who 
play the angels obviously had a hell of a Jot of fun, with 
Barrymore radiating sex, Diaz steeped in wide-eyed 
innocence, and Liu as the ice queen with all the moves

Mine LEGEND OF BAGGER VANCE 


Running lime: 2:07 - Released | 
The v gend" in the title of The Legend O 
Bagger Vance suggests mythical implications. This seem 


increasingly typical of director Robert Redford, whos« 
films have often attempted to affix undue significance to 
subjects like...sports. Just look at his directing career s 

far: of his six films, three of them have been sports fairy 
tales. Before this reverential opus on the spiritual impli 

cations of golf, Redford helmed A River Runs Through It 
(fly-fishing) and The Horse Whisperer (equestrian), and if 
you count films he’s starred in, you can include Th« 
Natural (baseball), The Electric Horseman (rodeo), and 
The Great Waldo Pepper (stunt flying). This guy is second 
only to Kevin Costner in his fixation on athletic myth 

i don’t know how successful Steven Pressfield’s novel 
is at conveying the importance of a down-and-ouit-golfer 
who finds his game with the help ofa supernatural caddy, 
but Jeremy Leven’s screenplay and Redford’s direction 
failed to convince me. The movie does contain some 
heartfelt performances, especially by Will Smith as the 
titular Bagger, and tons of Redford’s trademark sce nery 
But beautiful sunsets and fog-filled glens, and even good 

acting, can’t make this film as important as it wants to be 

The story, which takes place in the early 1930s, 
involves a young golfer from Savannah, Ga., named 
Teneae Junuh (Matt Damon), the winner of the 1916 

Georgia Open who faded into anonymity after suffering 
a horrifying experience in World War I. Following his 
return home from Europe, Junuh abandoned not only his 
golf career, but also hie pre-war lover, the wealthy Adele 
Invergordon (Charlize Theron). Ten years later, when 
the Depression hits, the suicide of Adele’s father(and her 
inheritance of his huge outstanding debt) forces her to 
host a golf tournament at his newly completed resort in 
order to raise money. Inviting the nation’s two top golf 
stars, Bobby Jones (Joel Gretsch) and Walter Hagen 
(Bruce McGill) , Adele promises a $10,000 purse to the 
winner, but her local investors insist that Savannah be 
represented in the match, and so an effort is made to 
convince Junuh to participate. 

While he is practicing drives at night, a stranger 
appears out of the darkness named Bagger Vance (Smith), 
who promptly begins making snide comments about 
Junuh’s swing and offering sage advice on how to im- 
prove it. Surprisingly not kicking this sarcastic stranger 
off his property, Junuh hires Bagger as his caddy. The 
rest of the film follows the two-day, 72-hole tournament, 
with Junuh attempting to compete against the two 
reigning kings of the sport as well as exorcise his own 
personal demons, Bagger offering everything from snide 
comments to sage advice, and a starstruck boy named 
Hardy Greaves (newcomer J. Michael Moncrief) follow- 
ing along in hushed wonderment. 

With all its romantic visuals, sweeping music, and 
grand trappings of the period, not to mention that it is 
narrated by Jack Lemmon (as the elderly Hardy Greaves), 
The Legend Of Bagger Vance seems like a vastly signifi- 
cant story. But it isn’t. All the way through the film, I

Board of Education, who 
refused to yield to common 
sense. 

After giving my son 
seven stitches, an emergen- 
cy room doctor (Sacred 
Heart, Allegany Co.) pre- 
scribed an antibiotic and 
pain reliever to be taken 
every 6 hours. As a respon- 
sible parent, or so I 
thought, I sent one of each 
to school with my son along 
with a note to the school 
nurse indicating the type of 
medicines and when the 
should be administered 
According to our board of

tive director, MADD Maryland. 


enough. Citing a 19-year- 
old procedure and policy 
(recently updated by Dr. 
Lavver), both the school 
administrator and Dr. Lau- 
ver indicated that | should 
have obtained a signed 
document from the doctor 
indicating the type of medi- 
cine and how often to take 
it. I suppose that it was silly 
of me to think that a pre- 
scription from the doctor 
and a note from home 
would suffice. He further 
indicated that the doctor 
"should have known this." 
Wait, it doesn’t end 
there. According to the 
policy, the medicines must 
also come to school in the 
original container. Since I 
didn’t obtain two prescrip- 
tion bottles for each medi- 
cine (which I “should have 
done"), the school nurse 
suggested that I "empty the 
prescriptions into somethin 
at home and send each pill 
in their respective contain- 
ers." I questioned such a 
practice. How would I iden- 
tify the medication? This 
idea was later supported b 
Dr. Lauver, who ‘died, 
"You should know what 
they (medication outside of 
the original packaging) are 
when at home.” T see...I’m 
too incompetent to teil the 
school nurse when to give 
my child prescribed medica- 


tion, yet I'm intelligent 
enough to identify prescrip- 
tion medications when 


outside of the packaging? 
As I write this letter, I 
wonder how bad his pain is 
today and if the infection is 
coming back, and if this 
makes Dr. Lauver happy. 
It’s hard to believe our own 
Garrett County Board of 
Education lacks the com- 
mon sense necessary to 
realize when a policy, in- 
tended to curb the use of 
drugs in school, actually 
increases the likelihood of 
undetected medications in 
our schools. The ridiculous 
over-regulation of prescrip- 
tion and over-the-counter 
medicines by our county's 
school system will surely 
lead to good parents, and 
good students, circumvent- 
ing the system to avoid the 
“headaches of making these 
medicines available during 
school hours. Let us not 
forget the fact that the 
Board of Education is di- 
rectly undermining the 
authority and control of 
responsible parents in the 
futile attempt to control 
students who will find a way 
around their policy. As for 
the Board of Education and 
Dr. Lauver, it is obvious to 
me that you have lost touch 
with reality and can no 
longer see the forest for the 

trees,

Accidents will happen 


Q. I would like to know how I can 
get nail polish (red) off of the carpet 
in the living room. I spi"ed quite a 
bit of it about three weeks ago and 
tried almost everything I could think 
of. I'd appreciate any help you can 
give. — Anna P., Staten island, N.Y. 

A. My mind wanders back to a 
time, almost lost in the mists of age, 
when I spilled an entire bottle of red 
enamel on a hardwood floor. My 
mother was thrilled. So I can feel 
your pain 

Dried nail polish on a carpet is a 
tough fix. The chemicals that bind 
the color to your nails will bind even 
more securely to synthetic fibers, 
making cleanup extremely difficult 

Acetone -- used to remove polish 
from nails — can damage the carpet 
even further, because it can actually 
melt the fibers. Very hot water or a hot 
iron will do the same. 

Lewis Janitorial in Orlando, Fla 
recommends using a paint, oil and 
grease remover, which can loosen 
glommed-on particles without damag- 
ing the carpet fibers. Dry cleaning sol- 
vent is another recommended cleaner. 

First, try to gently scrape away as 
much polish as possible. This may be 
easier if the nail polish is dry, but be 
careful not to pull up carpet fibers 

Put a smal! amount of solvent onto 
a clean, dry cloth and rub the stained 
Carpet gently so as not to loosen the 
fibers. This type of cleanup will take 
several applications and a lot of time 
and it still may not work. Even if you 
get all the polish up, the fibers may 
be so damaged that you have a rough 
or “spiky” spot in the carpet 

If this is the case, or if there is a lot 
of polish spilled, you may be better 
off removing the damaged carpet 
area and patching it with spare or 
matching carpeting. Cut the area 
away in a perfect square (leave the 
padding below) and use it to measure 
a new piece. Blend the replacement 
as much as possible, making sure the 
nap goes the same way as the rest of 
the carpet, and tack it carefully into 
place. (If you're not sure about doing 
this, ask a carpet professional to 
patch it for you.)

The late-Victorian period was a 
time of innovation and invention 

Furniture designers took advantage 
of new technologies, making turnings 
and ornaments that were impossible 
earlier. Designs were either tradition- 
al with hand carving and marquewy, 
or in a more modem style with geo- 
metnc tumings, strange protrusions 
and cutouts 

The center table was an important 
piece of furniture in a Victorian home. 
It was a focal point in the room, and it 
held a lamp. Designers had a few 
choices. The table had a round, oval 
or rectangular top. The corners of a 
rectangular iable were usually round- 
ed. The top surface was marble, or 
plain or inlaid wood. The base had a 
pedestal, four corner legs or a trestle- 
type leg. Most of them had stretchers. 

Some of the finest Renaissance 
Revival Victorian tables used several 
kinds of wood. The most popular were 
satinwood, pine, mahogany and wal- 
nut. The top was shaped and inlaid. 
The base had an intricate mixture of 
curved and fluted legs with dark and 
light woods. Rosettes, masks, hoofs or 
shields, and often an urn, were in the 
center of the stretcher This type of 
table was out of favor until the 1970s. 
Today, a good Renaissance Revival 
table costs more than $2,000 and a 
great one can cost $25,000

Weight Of Ready- 
To-Eat Pouitry 
Down 7 Percent 


A report from the Na- 
tional Ag Statistics Service 
(NASS) shows that poultry 
certified wholesome during 
September (ready-to-cook 
weight), totaled 2.81 billion 
pounds, down 7% from the 
amount certified in Sep’ 
ber 1999, Updated totals for 
August 2000 show that 3.29 


billion pounds were certified. 

The prelithinary total live 
weight of poultry inspected 
during September 2000 was 
3.79 billion pounds, down 7% 
from a year ago. 

Inspections included 3.17 
billion pounds of young 
chickens, 7% below last year 
66.1 million pounds of ma- 
ture chickens, down 11%; 
538 million pounds of tur- 
keys, down 7%; and 12.9 mil- 
lion pounds of ducks, down 
2% from September 1999 

Young chickens slaugh- 
tered during September 2000 
averaged 4.98 pounds per 
bird, unchanged from Sep- 
tember 1999.

Ten Rules of Transition Management 

The issue of family business generational transition is 
a major topic of discussion as farm businesses are posi- 
tioning themselves. Growth is the number one reason 
businesses fail, and this is because of under-capitalization, 
inadequate preparation in human relations and communi- 
cations, and insufficient income generation. Sixty percent 
of all farm and small businesses that enter bankruptcy 
were profitable in previous years. The following are some 
rules that are generally used in successful business transi 
tions 
Rule 1: Revenue/Net Income 

Bringing in a new partner takes an estimated $150,000 
to $250,000 in gross revenue, or $40,000 to $70,000 of net 
profit, for a successful business transition, Violate this rule 
and you set yourself up for guerilla warfare, where family 
members or partners fight over scarce resources (including 





net income) to meet their standard of living 
Rule 2: Three-to-Five-Year Rule 

Agricultural business transitions are twice as likely to 
be successtul when the family member or potential 
business partner works for someone else for three to five

ble. It is also wise to over-estimate the time needed to 
complete the change by 25 percent 
Rule 5: Staying Too Long Rule 

Many managers and owners stay too long before 
turning over the business. The optimal time for ownership 
and management of a business is 30 to 35 years. Owners 
and managers who fail to lieed this rule run into the trap 
of continuing to do “business as usual" without changing 
for the times. In order for managers to maintain the 
culting edge, they must either follow this rule or surround 
themselves with new members who will bring renewed 
energy and new resources into the business. 
Rule 6: You Can’t Treat Al! Children Equally, But You 
Can Treat Them Fairly and Equitably 

One of the most profound challenges in estate planning 
and transition management for farm businesses today is 
what to do with children who move away from the 
business, Usually, they have little interest in the operation. 
When the parents die, the business interests of the 
children who have moved intensify because proceeds from 
the estate can be used to pay off mortgages or fund their 
children’s college educations. The most successful transi- 
tion plans have the business assets transferred to the child 
managing the business, and insurance policies to cover 
estate settlement costs and cash settlements for children 
who are not interested in the business. This strategy allows 
the children involved with the farm to continue to func- 
tion without requiring them to buy out the non-farm 
children's shares, and also have sufficient cash to pay 
estate settlement taxes. This strategy is simple and 
objective, 
Rule 7: Non-Business Spouse 

An increasing challenge in businesses is incorporating 
the non-business spouse inio the family and business 
management process. Many more families are finding this 
incorporation a challenge, as there are more non-business 
or non-agricultural spouses, and that spouse frequently 
does not understand erratic business schedules, time 
management, and prioritization problems that can occur. 
An operations agreement that includes time expectations, 
goals, responsibilities, and accountables can resolve many 
of these issues. 
Rule 8: Getting Out of Business 

A plan that covers dissolution of the business is critical 
in establishing a family business transition. Included is an 
operations agreement, a buy/sell agreement, and a time 
line for an orderly transition. Partners who are not willing 
to discuss these issues initially frequently find that getting 
out of business is more difficult than getting into business 
Rule 9; Transition Team 

All businesses need to have a list of advisors or a 
transition team. This team includes a lender, a lawyer, an 
accountant, a financial planner, both spouses, and ail 
partners. Annual team meetings with ali members present 
are critical. Outside professionals need to be placed on 
retainer rather than on an hourly fee structure. 
Rule 10: The Nike Principle 
Just do it! The biggest concern with family business 
transition plans is procrastination. Day-to-day matters 
frequently take priority over the planning process. A 
transition plan often takes two to three years to formulate, 
and must be updated at least twice a decade,

U.S. milk production is 
increasing, while the num 
ber of dairy farms is heading 
saiuneppontediccclion Ac- 
cording to a recent report by 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, in July 2000 the 
number of dairy farms in the 
United States fell 5.1 per- 
cent compared to the previ 
ous year. 

The report indicates there 
were 83,025 dairy herds in 
July, adecrease of 4,502 trom 
last year, according to Ken 
Olson, AFBF’s dairy policy 
specialist. Since 1992, AFBF, 
with assistance from state 
Farm Bureaus and Extension 
personnel, has surveyed state 
dairy agencies to determine 
the number of farms selling 
milk in each state. The
